With the 
coming of the spring season, too, attention to this branch 
of helpful endeavor is most timely, and may encourage 
emulation in scores of <»ther places whc-re the same oppor- 
tunity is at hand. 


Under the Indianapolis r-onunittee's plan, vacant lots 
are assigned to worthy people. The (lommittee pays for 
the plowing of these lots and also furnishes seed when 
Qecessarv to those who cultivate them. All the vegetables 
raised go to the people cultivating the lots. The records 
of the committee for the last fourteen years show that the 
vegetables raised in each year amount up to $3,000 in 
ralue. 


Schools and other institutions have been aided in the 
cultivation of vacant lots. In this way the work is spread 
to individual homes by the childi'en. Because of the lack 
of emplo}Tnent last year, the committee expec^ts an un- 
usually heavy demand for gardens. 
The reports for the 
last four years show that the work is gradually increas- 
hig. Two.hundred and twelve vacant lots, 226 kitchen 
gardens and 732 flower gardens were cultivated last year. 
Six schools and sixteen settlements were assisted. 
The 
number of families assisted was 1,120, and the number of 
children assisted was 2,350. The work was carried on 
at a cost of $502.35. 


Just now the coimnittee is receiving subscriptions to 
help in the work, together with donations of seeds and 
permission of owners to utilize vacant lots about the city. 
The cause is admirable because it is a form of hel]:>fulness 
that reall}' assists those who need help to help themselves. 
The Sentinel fancies a similar work undertaken in Fort 
Wayne would produce equally gratifying results.

chines? 


A fleet of aeroplanes would leave Vera 
Cruz in the morning, drop a few bombs 
on Huerta's head during the lunch hour 
and be ba^k to the battleship in 
time 
for dinner. 
An invading army of 200.000 
men. even a t great lo«3 of life, perhaps 
would 
aot 
accomplish 
as much 
in 
a 
month. 


The army has in its service twelve ma- 
chines, three of which might possibly be 


used in warfo.re. 
The «lavy owns 
fifteen 
crafts, half of which are serviceable. 


They can do as much damage in a,min- 
ute—kill as many people and wipe out 
as many cities—as the combined battle- 
ships of the flôet of Uncle Sam in half 
an hour. 


Possibly the most valuable men in the 
present crisis would be Didier Masson, 
who has acted as an aeronautic« scout 
for the rebels in Northern Mexico, and 
Hector Worden, who acted in a similar 
capacity for the federals.

from trenches and in locating them. 


In 
the Mexica.n 
trouble, the 
United 
States machines will be used mainly for 
reconnoitering. 
They will be sent

to finii if there is any oncoming enemy, 
and, perhaps, if necessarj', carry along a 
few bombs to rout 'em. 


Hydro-aeroplanes 
and 
aeroplanes ai-« 
difl"eront in this respect—the former is 
equipped with canoe-like skids that per- 
mit resting or skimming on the water, 
and the aeropla-nes are just 
for 
land 
service. 
Uncle Sam has his battleships 
equipped with hydro-aeroplanes because 
they can be lowered to the water and 
then started. 


YOUNG MEN AND WAR. 


With the return of spring and the inevitable recur- 
rence of an increased city problem in the matter of gar- 
bage (collection, householders can b}^ a very slight effort 
do much to aid in the speedy and sanitary disposal of the 
kitchen garbage.

Young men axe eager to go 
to war and attractions in military and 
naval life that did not exist for them 
last week are now governing their action. 


"\\Tiat they want is adventure, escite- 
ment, stir, a chance to "do something"— 
which in this case is to fight. They are 
stirred with a. sense of patriotism, of 
loyalty to the flag they would like a 
chance to distinguish themselves by the 
performance of some heroic deed in their 
country's behalf; yet after all, it is not 
the love of their native land that chiefly 
animates them, but the spirit of youth. 


Youth has fighting blood in its veins; 
forcje appeals to it, it lo'hgs for action, 
for struggle. If slaughter of the enemy 
becomes necessary, then slaughter let it 
be. 
It is not deterred by the prospect of 
death even for iteelf. 
The young set 
less store by life than the old; they part 
with it less. reluctantly. 
But the sig- 
nificant thing is that they welcome war. 


For half a century now the doctrine of 
peace has been industriously and sys- 
tematically taught. 
Its teachings have 
had eflfect in the promulgation of peace 
treaties, 
in the 
establishing 
of 
The 
Hague palace of peace, 
in 
arbitration 
agreements, in a widespread opposition 
to war. 
But this opposition, it becomes 
evident whenever there is a hint of war, 
does not aflfect the sentiment of young 
men. 
AJl aifect the preaching and teach- 
ing and arguments that favor peace are 
forgotten as if they had never been. 
The 
chance to fight, to overcome an enemy, 
entices them irrisistibly. 
It is a phe- 
nomenon that 
has its lesson, 
namely, 
that the promoters of peace must take 
into consideration the disposition of the 
natural man to get his way by force. 
Until this disposition is curbed there is 
reason to fear that universal peace will 
not come about.

If you had to teach twenty-six restless 
youngsters thirty-tliree cla.saes a day' 
in a dingy, 
one-room coimtry 
school 
¡house, cold in winter and hot in tho late 
spring time, would you want to add to 
your job the task of convincing the school 
Boerd it needed to build a modern, well- 
equipped building? 
And then would you 
volunteer to teach

The 
Victory of Goux In the Indianapolis con- 
test put an entirely different aspect on 
the situation, however, so that now of- 
ficial recognition has been extended. 


Europeans have been i-aising a beau- 
tiful row over the management's 
edict 
that all 
vital parts, 
such as 
steering 
knuckles, including spindles, and tie rods, 
must be new at least two days before 
the contest. 
When the foreigners 
en- 
tered they had the idea that this proviso 
•would be winked at. In view of the fact 
that there was no such ruling last year.

Thes(> 
men have been retired upon exactly tiie 
same, conditions as c o n t r o l tlie case of n 
track walker or a brakemnn. 


One woman employe. Josepliine Tililler. 
was among those retired on Apr^d Ir-t. 
She had been employed on the Pj-'iladel- 
phia division at Lancaster, Pa., for the 
past thirty-three years. 


That it is the practice on the Pojni- 
sylvania railroad for men to make it- 
service their life work is indicated by 
the fact that six of these employes who 
have Just retired, have been on the pay 
roll more than fifty years, fourteen oth- 
ers more than forty-five years .and thir- 
ty others more than forty years. 
In

Fort Wayne in Mexican War Times. 
At the time of the call for troops froiii 
Indiana, in 1S46, Fort Wayne was a bioflt- 
ling toAvn of about 2,500 people and was 
enjoying the heydey period of the canal, 
which had then been in use between To- 
ledo to Logansport for about four years. 
An immense traffic had grown up with 
the increasing population. 
M. W. Hux- 
ford was the mayor of the toM'n. 
Free 
schools were as yet a thing of the fu- 
ture, although in this year of 1846 the 
Methodist 
college was 
organized 
and 
soon to enter upon its great educational 
work. 
The railroad was a creation of 
the future—the first train drew into the 
city nine years later. 


The" First Two Companies. 


The call for volunteers drew to the re- 
cruiting headquarters in Fort Wayne a 
sufficient number of young men to fill 
the ranks of two complete companies. 
One of these, Company F, was placed 
wider the command of Capt. D. W. Lewis, 
and the other. Company I, was command- 
ed by Capt. John JIcLain. The two com- 
panies were ordered to report at' New Al- 
bany, Ind. 
Consequently, on the 16th of 
June the newly-recruited 
organizations 
formed in marching order and proceeded 
to a spot on the canal, live miles east of 
the town, known as the "lower dock." 
The boys ivere accompanied 
on 
their 
march to the landing by almost the en- 
tire population of the town and many 
friends and relatives from the outlying 
districts of the county. While the Staj's 
and Stripes waved, and a patriotic atmos- 
phere prevailed, there were many 
sad 
hearts in the comi^any whicli witnessed 
the embarkation of the soldiers upon 
the waiting canal boats. 
Soon the fare- 
wells were waved as the 
horse-drawn 
vessels disappeared from view. 


To New Orleans by Water. 


The troops/ proceeded by way of the 
Wabash and Erie canal as far as the 
junction with the Miami anrl Erie water- 
way in Ohio, and for the remainder of the 
distance to Cincinnati the boats passed 
over its entire lengtli. 
Upon the arrival 
at Cincinnati the volunteers were traiH- 
ferred to Xcw Alliany by boat, and were 
there mustered into the service of the 
United states on the 2.".d of June. 
Both 
companies were urfsigiied to tlie First 
regiment of Indiana 
volunteers, 
com- 
manded by Col. Ja!;ies P. J)rako. On the 
2(1 day of July the regiment embarked 
for the seat of war. For three days after

tainous regions of Camargo, Mier and 
Ceralvo. 
Having nearly completed 
the 
trying journey, the regiment was met 
with orders to return to Matamoras, near 
the point from which they had departed. 
It was a wearisome march to the north-

1847. The order to proceed to Monterey 
was I'eceived with gladness. Near Mata- 
moras, at Walnut Springs, the Indiana 
regiment met General Taylor, with the 
entire army, and went into camp.

a steamboat and passed into the mouth 
of the Rio Grande.

Brazos Santiago, the regiment took pass-

During the seige 
Americans llriHl 3.000 ten-inch shells, 800 
howitzer sliells, 1.000 Paixham shot and 
2.;1()0 round shot, tlie total weight of the 
metal being oOO.OOO. On the morning of 
iMarch 2(i the Mexicans niade-overtures 
for surnMider and on the 2i)tli the city 
passed under American control. 
About 
5,000 TVIexicans marched out to a plain 
near the city and laid down their arms, 
snrrendered their flags and retired to the 
interior on parole.

I 000 troops at the wharves of the fallen 
city. 
General Scott had left New York, 
November 30,1846, to take command of 
the American forces in Mexico. He had 
assigned 12,000 men to rendezvous at the 
island of Lobos, about 125 miles north 
of Veru Cruz. He landed near Vera Cruz 
March 9. Immediately opposite the city 
was an island fortress called the Castle 
of San Juan de Ulloa, which the Mexi- 
cans regarded as invulnerable. 
General 
Scott proceeded to invest the fortress and 
the entire city, a feat which, he accom- 
plished in four days. The refusal to sur- 
render brought on the bombardment and 
final overthrow; of the stronghold. 


The Battle of Monterey, 
The third view here shown is that of 
the attack of Gen. 
Zachary 
Taylor's 
forces upon the city of Monterey. 
This 
conflict followed 
the battle 
of 
Palo 
Alto and Reseca de la Palma in Septem- 
ber, 1846. 
With a force of about 6,700 
men, General Taylor laid siege to the 
fortified city, 'which was defended by 
10,000 Mexicans .under General Ampudia. 
On April 21 simultaneous attacks were 
made by Generals Worth and Garland, 
on the east and west sides of the city. 
The first attack was successful; the sec- 
ond failed. 
The fightinsr continued until 
September 24, the Mexicans being driven 
•slowly toward the center of the city. 
Late on the date last mentioned General 
Ampudia 
made overtures of 
surrender 
and 
terms 
were 
agreed 
upon. 
The 
Americans lost more than óOO in killed 
and wounded, but the Mexicans suffered 
a still greater loss.

The battles of Cerro Gordo, Puebla and 
Contreras and other engagements led the 
commander-in-chief of the United States 
forces to Mexico City and, with leas • 
than 8,000 men, he entered the national 
palace September 14. 
The fall of Gha- 
pultepec ended the Mexican war. 


That war took from Mexico and 
to the United States the states of Oali- 
fomia, Nevada, Utah, Arizona and parts 
of New Mexico and Colorado.

settled forever the annexing of Texas to 
the imion.

Admiral Badger has 
been 
twice 
to 
CJhlna, once in his midshipman days and 
latW a» executive officer of a battleship. 
Sereral years ago when the 
president 
Bent a fleet to pay a social visit to the 
great powers of Europe, Admiral Bad- 
gex was in command of the squadron. 


He 
appointed to Annapolis in 1860 
by President Grant and graduated in the 
class of 1873. 
He entered the navy as 
midshipman under most auspicious cir- 
camBtanees, for his first duty was a. cruise 
through the islands of the North Pacific 
ocean on board the Narraganset. com- 
manded by the hero of Manila bay, Ad- 
miral Dewey, 


After three years of sea duty, he was 
under the regulations entitled to a turn 
on land, but the inherited love of the 
sea asserted itself and instead of taking 
his turn at shore duty, which most of 
the modern yoimg naval ofUcers look for- 
ward to as the bright spot in an other- 
wise desolate life he applied for a ship 
and was sent on a long cruise to China. 


By the time that cruise was 
ended, 
young Badger had begun to attract the 
attention of the powers in Washington. 
He was ordered to report to Capt. (after- 
wards Admiral) 
Schley, for 
hazardous 
duty. 


Captain Schley had been delegated to 
take a cruiser up into the polar regions,- 
and to bring back Orceley's ))arty, and 
he chose young Badger as his aide. 
It 
was an eventful and as siucessful trip, 
fraught with 
mucli hardshii). The rec- 
ords tell strange tales of the 
dangers 
encountered and Badger's name is fre- 
quently mentioned. 


Then came a perioil of rest and shore 
duty. 
This time Badger did not object. 
He still loved the sea, but lie loverl a girl 
also, and it is no nice thing for a young 
^bridegroom to be parted from his bride 
vnd to be ordered off for a long cruise. 


After about a' year and a half the eaJl 
of the sea once more rang in his ears 
Uld he again ajpjpli«d for a ship and thie 


mâkmimMÉ^^^^» 


the people of his native town, or rather 
b^- the feminine portion of the popula- 
tion. 


Let it be understood right here that 
Mr. Koons is not efl'eminate. He shrinks 
fronj any publicity for the reason that 
people might think lacemaking a queer 
occupation for a real man, and it was 
with some diiiiculiy that he was per- 
suaded to pose for a picture. 


When the subject was broached he said 
that he had no objection to permitting 
his lace work to be photographed, but 
flatly 
said that he Avould not be photo- 
graphed and shown with it. and 
that 
there was no use to talk to him about it. 


He relented, however, when it was ex- 
plained that there would be no reason 
of embarrassment 
to him, and finally 
consented to stand for a picture, or rather 
to sit for one. 


Does Not Sell Work. 


"I never sold a piece of my work in 
my life and I have made thousands of 
them." was the reply to a question as 
to whether or not Mr. Koons derived any 
profit from his labors. 


He recovered Ji's health and leurnei'his 
trade and has worked at it steadily for

time he was ordered aboard the Brookly 
as executive, ocflier for a cruise to China 
and other far «^astern countries. 


He returned to America just about the 
time the Dolphin was purchased for use 
as the president's yacht,, and Badger, who 
was then a commander, was designated 
by the president first to serve as execu- 
tive ofTicer and later as commander of 
the yacht. 
Jn those days tlie president's 
yacht was often in use on actual sea 
dutA' in connection 
with 
the 
Atlantic 
fleet. 


Badger 
commanded 
the Dolphin 
for 
several years and then was sent to An- 
napolis, iirst as superintendent and later 
as commandant. 


Again the sea called and Commander 
Badger asked to be given a ship and was 
nlaced in cpmmand of one of the new 


battleships then attached to the AtlaO' 
tic squadron. 


Then came the Spanish war, and not 
to have seen active service where the 
fighting was going on would have broken 
his heart, his friends say. He was placed 
in command of . the Cincinnati, and served 
under Admirals Schley and Sampson off 
the coast of Cuba during the whole of 
that war, and again the records of the 
navy department make frequent mention 
of his bravery and tact. 


After his return from the European 
trip he commanded the battleship Kan- 
sas in the Atlantic fleet, and in 1911 he 
was promoted to the rank of rear ad- 
miral and placed in conimand of th« gee« 
ond division of the Atlantic fleet, sue-f 
ceeding Admiral Osterhous?, rf tired, and 
his fluathis now i» the ArkRnHat.

In the lower picture is shown his mas- 
terpiece, as he chooses to term it. 
It is

and the yoke has not been entirely fin- 
ished. 
At odd times for the last two 
years he has been working on this set 
and there remain two little wheels to be 
completed before the yoke is ready to 
go to the wife, the daughter or to some 
person other than members of the fam- 
ily. 


Works Out Own Designs. 


With the faculty of making this beau- 
tiful lace came to Mr. Koons the ability 
to design new pattcnis and the pieces 
that he has finished have the great ad- 
vantage of exclusiveness. 


He has copied some designs, but he is 
the father of most of those that he has 
produced and he says there is a. strange 
fascination about conceiving a new pat- 
tern and working it out and this is one 
of the things that keeps him 
at 
his 
rather strange occupation. 


This set in which he takes so much 
pi-ide is made of 100 linen thread. 
Wom- 
en know at once what time and patience 
it has taken in the course of its construc- 
tion. 
Men know nothing about 
this 
trouble, but for the information of the 
lords of creation it might be well to state 
that this is about the tlnest thread made 
and that spider web has very little on it. 


Moat of the male beings know hov/ 
hard it is to sew on a button with heavy 
linen thread and to keep it from knot' 
ting and doing all sorts of annoying and 
provoking things. 
Just imagine, then, 
working with thread a dozen sizes or so 
smaller and some idea can l>e obtained 
of the amount of patient labor put into 
this set. 


Mesh Bag Is Beauty. 


The mesh bag shown in one of the il- 
lustrations is a beauty and a thing that 
most women would rave about. 
In the 
first place the design is one of Mr. Koons' 
own making and so far as he knows there 
is not another in the world just like it. 
He has neither sold nor given it away, 
because it is hard to part with. 


He is an excellent judge of the quality 
of the work and when he does something 
extraordinarily good he knows it and he 
hates to part with it, and for that reason 
it is still in his possession. 


He never expects to enter the business 
for profit, because he 
rather 
shrinks 
from such a proposition, but should he 
consent to do this there would be a good 
demand for his handiwork. He keeps con- 
stantly at it and most of the time that 
he is not serving a customer for his em- 
ployer he can be found in a corner of 
the barber shop, working quietly at his 
lacemaking. 


Likes the Collar, Too. 


He likes the lace collar that is shown 
in another of the accompanying illus- 
trations. 
He likes it so well that ho is 
making another like it and probably he 
will add cuffs to mateh. 


"There's one thing I said I would never 
do," said Mr. Koons, after he had posed 
for this photograph, "because I don't like 
this newspaper publicity. 
But it's like 
this: I don't care so much about putting 
the lace in the pei,p«r, 
bfCAUse I bought 
iQste woman might 
it »i^d leam the 
patterns and make som« werk of 


same kind. 
People 
are 
queer, 
you 
know, and they Avould think it a funny 
thing for a barber to be making lace." 


Mr. Koons formerjy lived at Pleasant 
Lake, but has followed his trade in a 
number of other places in the last few- 
years and has been in Fort Wayne com- 
paratively a short time. 


He does not permit his amusement— 
for lacemaking is a real pleasure to him 
—to interfere with his work, and. he is 
always ready to attend to the trade of 
his emploj'er. 
He keeps his razors sharp 
and 
his scissors ground a.nd does the 
things that good barbers ought to do, 
and' makes his lace in the intervals. 


There are a great many of his pupils 
in town, as he has taught all who have 
applied to him for instruction, and he 
does it without charge and does not ob- 
ject to it so long as it is not too great a 
tax on his time. 
None of these pupih 
have ever been able to work out 
the 
beautiful detail 
shown in Mr. 
Koons' 
work, but some of theni are very apt 
and are coming along nicely in the ari,. 


He expects to stick to his work right 
along. 
His trade pays for his living and 
he finds that it whiles away dull mo- 
menta to fashion pretty things in lace. 
His mind is kept active and ho is prob- 
ably better barber by reason of the fact 
that he keeps constantly employed.

" I t was more of a vacaiion trip 
at 
first, 
but it was hard work, full of dan- 
gers f r o m s t a r t to finish,'" said Jackson, 
beginning his story. 
"Four years ago I 
met '01' Man Cap'n Johnson. 
He was a 
confederate veteran and boasted t h a t he 
never surrendered and never would.

the old man would tell about this map he

I was with him and he gave me the map. 


" I t was WTitten 
in French 
and

couldn't be made out. 
I took it to a 
French curio dealer in New Orleans, who, 
it has been positively 
estaldished, pos- 
sesses a letter actually written by Pirate 
Lafitte. 
We compared the signature and 
marks and all of t h a t on the map with 
those on the Lafitte letter. 
They tallied 
and I decided to 
investigate. 


" W e first went from New Orleans .to 
Abbeville and thence straight to W.iite 
lake. 
Whenever 
we met a trapper or 
hunter, we'd gi'adually get a story from 
him of the Lafitte treasure. 
These peo- 
ple are direct descendants of the pirate 
band. 
Many 
can't read 
or write, 
but 
they know the storj^ of Lafitte and his 
buried treasure as well as you 
and 
I 
know the A, B, C's," continued Jackson. 


"•W'lien we heard the story as handed 
down 
through 
generations 
to 
these 
Frenchmen, trappers and hunters, we put 
two and two together with the aid of the 
map and made four. 
Result, the 
finding 
of these candlesticks, undoubtedlj'- a cen- 
t u r y old, the compass and the p a r t of 
the iron chest, and tlie certainty t h a t we 
can find all of the pirate loot. 


" W i t h hand suction pumps and hand 
dredges, we got these from the 
water. 
Storms swept a w a y half a mile of the 
mainland in the last 26 years, and only 
by having these Frenchmen recall them 
were we able to locate''the places indi- 
cated on the map. 


" T h a t there is treasure—how much I 
can't say—buried by Lafitte where 
we 
found these things, 1 am certain," added 
Jackson. 


"Right on the shore of Barataria bay 
is 
a 
family 
directly 
de.Fcendant 
of 
Armand Pelletier, who, when he was 808 
y^ars old, died more 
than 
twenty-five 
years ago. 
Pelletier was a member 
of 
Lafitte's band. 
These descendants have 
a cannon, dug out of 
lake, rusted 


with age and by water." 


Lafitte Famous in History. 


Terror of the Mexican gulf and captain 


of a band of brigands t h a t made its hcad- 
quai'ters on the Louisiana coast, Jean La- 
fitte 
held a commission a-s privateer from 
French government, but he defied the law 
and became the bandit of the seas. 


At the outbreak of the war of 1812 
General Jackson accepted the service of 
Lafitte and his men. 
For their bravery 
and courage Pi-esident Madison issued a 
special 
proclamation 
commending 
the 


braA'e deeds of the brigand and his band 
and pardoned 
them 
for their 
unlawful 
acts. 


In 1816 Lafitte took possession of the 
Island of Galveston, ])ut his unruly band 
aroused the hostilities of the authorities 
and he vacated the island in 1820. 
He is 
supposed 
to have died 
in Yucatan 
in 
1826.

SYNOPSIS OF LAST

With the incorporation of the town of 
Fort Wayne in 1829 came the increasing 
activity of the promoters of the Wahash 
and Erie canal project. 
The legislature 
authorized a state loan of $200,000, and 
the work of shaping matters for the let- 
W of contracts proceeded with rapidity, 
riie year 1829 was marked by the pass- 
age of a troop of runaway slaves through 
kort Wayne, by the establishment of a 
¡¿rry across the St. Maiy's river and the 
creation of various private and

In 1830, congress authorized 
the sale of the military grounds around 
the old fort. 
Several church denomina- 
tions date their history from this period.

1830 (Continued)—It is of more than 
Bassing interest to note that while the

>ult8; it was not until the j-ear 1830 that 
liny Catholic leader visited Fort Wayne 
End stamped his name in the historj' of 
the community.

the Beginnings of the Methodist Church. 
Although Rev. James Holman, a Meth- 


odist preacher, located at Fort 
Wayne 
and discoursed on the Bible teachings as 
early as 1824, it was not until 1830 that 
Methodism began to secure a foothold at 
this place." In this year, Rev. Alexander 
Wiley, a presiding elder of the Ohio con- 
ference, came to Fort Wayne to establish 
a mission which should form a part of 
his conference district. 
Rev. Nehemiah 
B. Griffith was placed in charge of this 
little branch organization of the church, 
which was called the Maumee mission. 
Mr. Wiley was succeeded by Rev. Rich- 
ard 
S, 
Robinson; 
later,

The Rudisill Mill. 


An important manufacturing enterprise 
which had its beginning in 1830 was the 
overshot gristmill of Henry Rudisill and 
Henry Johns, on the St. Joseph river. 
Power was furnished by the construction 
of a dam across the river below the site 
of the present State street bridge, which" 
( was then referred to as "one mile north 
" of the town," but which is now well 
within the corporate limits of the city.

A Cruel Winter. 


1831.—Beginning with November, 1830, 
and continuing until March, 1831, the 
middle west suffered from the ravages 
of one of the coldest winters in its his- 
tory. 
A heavy snowfall early in the sea- 
son remained until the opening of spring 
and travel Avas almost 
entirely 
aban- 
doned for a period 
of 
five 
months. 
Wolves, driven to desperation 
through 
hunger, infested the town; many Indians 
lost their lives because of the insufficient 
protection against the ferocious beasts. 


Farmers Help the CanaL 
Following the act of the state legisla- 
ture in authorizing a loan of $200,000 of 
state funds to aid the canal work, farm- 
ers were quick to realize the value of 
the waterway.

The First Court House. 
Until the year 1832, all sessions of the 
courts and of the county commissioners 
and boards of justices were held in pri- 
vate residences or in the taverns of Wil- 
liam Suttenfield or Alexander Ewing. At 
the May, 1831, session of the commis- 
sioners, however, the board decided 
to 
erect a court house on an unoccupied 
portion of the public square, and the 
clerk was authorized 
to advertise for 
bids. 
As a result, the board let to John 
S. Archer the contract to ftu'nish the 
brick; to "James Hudson to lay up the 
brick and furnish the lime and stone, 
and to Hanna & Edsall to do the carpen- 
ter work and furnish all lumber, timber, 
nails, glass, etc., for $3,321.75.'' 
The 
citizens of Fort Wayne subscribed .$499 in 
material and labor and $149 in cash to- 
ward the erection of the first court house. 
The remaining portion of the cost was 
paid out of the county treasuiy. 
The 
building was 
first 
used just one year 
later than the time of the letting of the 
contract. 
It was poorly adapted to the 
use for which it was intended. 
Some of 
the rooms were left in an unfinished con- 
dition, and the citizens feared, on occa- 
sions of severe storm, that the building 
would collapse. 
The 
building 
faced 
northward and stood about midway be- 
tween Calhoim and Court streets. 
It 
was forty feet square and two stories in 
height, surmounted by 
a 
cupola 
or 
steeple. 
TTie lower floor was used for 
court purposes; it had been the inten- 
tion to partition the second floor for of- 
fices, but this was never 
done. 
The 
upper room served as a general public 
meeting place; here were held amateur 
theatricals, mock trials, religious serv- 
ices and sessions of private schools. This 
structure 
was used for ten years; 
in 
1841 it was removed to make way for 
the third court house. 
A mental pic- 
ture of the court house square as it ap- 
peared in 1831 may be gained from the 
proceedings of the board of commission- 
ers, who directed the county agent, Fran- 
cis Comparet, to "cause the cutting off 
of the brush and stumps from the public 
square," by letting a contract" to 
the 
lowest bidder at public sale.

Cheap Downtown Rent. 


In this year the board of commissioners 
leased to .James Wilcox for four years 
"a remote piece of 
the 
court 
house 
square," thirty by forty feet,

southeast corner of Calhoun and Main 
streets—the transfer corner—for $10 per 
year. A like piece at the comer of Main 
and 
Court 
streets 
rented 
for $8 
per 
year, and the piece at the comer of 
Berry and Court streets for $6. David H. 
Colerick, in 1834, leased one of these cor- 
ners for a period of years at $10 per an- 
num.

The Purchase of Cathedral Property for 
Sioo. 


Rev. Father Badin, who 
first-visited 
the 
Fort Wayne Catholics in 1830, returned 
in 1831 to assist in the purchase of a site 
for a church which later 
became 
St. 
Augustine's. 
I t 
is now 
the widely- 
known Cathe/iral of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, and its site,, which contains sev- 
eral of the schools of the denomination, 
as well as the bishop's residence, is a 
property'iof immense value. 
On July 18, 
1831, a large part of the property was 
purchased for $100, although the trans- 
fer appears not to have been completed 
until 1835, when "the property was deeded 
by Samuel and Eliza 
Hanna 
to 
the 
church authorities. 
In a case entitled, 
"Saint Augustine Church vs. Samuel S. 
Barr and the unknown heirs of John T. 
Barr, deceased," filed in 
1831 
by 
the 
church, the latter sought to have a deed 
e.vecuted for the property from John T. 
Barr, who had died before executing the 
deed. 
In this dociunent the 
property 
is described as follows: 
"One acre of 
land on the south part of the town of 
Fort Wayne, adjoining the land of Allen 
Hamilton on the north side of Hamilton's 
land and on the east side of the road 
leading from Fort Wayne to Piqua [later 
called the Piqua road, and now known as 
Calhoun street. Fort Wayne's chief busi- 
ness thoroughfare], being an acre of land 
where the Saint Augustine church now 
stands.'"-®^

ond visit Father Badin performed 
the 
ceremony of Baptism over Peter Gibaud, 
infant son of Peter and Mary Gibaud; 
the sponsors were John Baptist Becket 
(Becquette)

The First Catholic Wedding. 
Although James Aveline, son of Francis 
Aveline, and Catherine Comparet, daugh- 
ter of Michael Comparet, had been united 
in marriage through a civil ceremony 
performed by William G. Ewing, probate 
judge, Father Badin 
gave 
them 
the 
nuptial benediction. 
The marriage rec- 
ord states that the civil ceremony was 
made necessary because 
the 
nearest 
priest resided 
130 miles distanct from 
Fort Wayne at the time. Catherine Com- 
paret signed the record with her "mark," 
as did three of the 
witnesses, 
Francis 
Reno (Renaud), John B. Beqiiette and 
Pierre Courveille; Jean Godfrey was a 
fourth witness to the ceremony.

Henry Rudisill, Poatmaster. 
President Andrew Jackson, on assuming 
the duties of his office, promptly caused 
the dismissal of all holders of public of- 
fice whofwere not identified with the in- 
terests of the democratic party.

Rudisill was appointed 
postmaster 
of 
Fort Wayne, to succeed Allen Hamilton. 
Mr, Rudisill served from March 2, 1831, 
to May 31, 1841, a period of service of 
greater length than that of any other 
postmaster of Fort Wayne.

JESSE L,. WILLIAMS. 


For a period of forty years Jesse 
L. 
Williams held a position of 
prominence 
in the history of public works in Ohio 
and Indiana which concerned the develop- 
ment of the entire west. 
Hp was born 
In 
Stokes 
county, 
North 
Carolina, 
in 
1807; his parents were members of the 
Societj; of Friends. 
Following: his school- 
ing In'Lancaster seminary, Cincinnati, he 
chose civil engineering as his life work. 
At the age of fourteen he was chosen to 
an Important position in the construction 
of the Miami and Erie canal in Ohio, and 
served in other works so acceptably as 
to earn the appointment of chief engineer 
of the AVabash and Erie canal in 1832. 
Two years later he was entrusted with 
all of the vast engineering enterprises in 
Indiana. 
During 1841 lie rode 3.(100 miles 
on horseback, superintending 
the 
con- 
struction of 1,300 miles of public works. 
In 1S54 he became the chief engineer of 
the Fbrt Wayne 
and 
Chicago 
railroad 
and, after the 
consolidation 
with 
the 
Ohio and Indiana road, 
he 
became 
a 
trustee of the Pittsburgh, 
Fort 
Wayne 
and 
Chicago 
railroad. 
Appointed 
by 
President Lincoln a government director 
of the Union Pacific railroad, he was re- 
appointed by two succeeding 
presidents. 
In 1869, as receiver of the Grand Rapids 
and Indiana railroad, he devoted his ener- 
gies to the (;ompletion of the building of 
that road. 
His later years were given 
largely to the upbuilding of 
his

Two of the jurymen, Jean Bap- 
tiste Godfroy and Henry Ossem, were of 
Indian blood. 
"'I remember this Indian 
murder distinctly," says IMrs. Lucien

Ferry. 
"While he was confined in the 
log jail on the court house square I took 
his food to him. 
He would reach out 
through the bars of the window with 
his tin cup, and into this 1 poured hi.^ 
co5ee. 
I was then a girl of seventeen. 
-Wlien the members of his tribe 
were 
taken to the west this man went with 
them. 
T remember the scene distinctly— 
how many of them were bound by the 
hands with ropes.

Ann Turner and Mrs. Rebecca Hackley, 
daughters of Captain William Wells and 
nieces of Chief Little Turtle; both had 
been baptized in the Maumee during the 
services of Rev. Isaac McCoy,

ner and Mrs. Hackley had attended school 
in Kentucky and were women of culture

intelligence.

1832-1834. 


.Jesse L. Williams, 
Chief Engineer of the 
Canal. 


1832.—At last the people of Indiana 
nnd Ohio— with Fort Wayne as a center 
of activity—saw the beginning of actual 
construction work on the Wabash 
and 
Erie canal. 
On the 31st day of January, 
the Indiana legislature organized a board 
of canal 
fund commissioners, to 
have 
charge of the receipts to be gained from 
the sale of lands, from donations, grants, 
loans, tolls and 
water power rents.^°® 
The fund had now reached the amount 
of $.58.651. 
The 
commissioners 
desig- 
nated the canal route to be "from the 
foot of the Maumee rapids to the mouth 
of the Tippecanoe river." 
Jesse L. Wil- 
liams, one of the^great engineers of his 
time, was chosen to the responsible po- 
sition of chief engineer of the construc- 
tion of the great waterAvay. 
For forty 
years Mr. Williams was prominent in 
the history of public works in Indiana 
and Ohio. At this time he was 25 years 
of age. 
His parents were 
Jesse 
a/nd 
Sarah T. Williams, members of the So- 
ciety of Friends. 
Born in Stokes county, 
Ohio, in 1807, .Jesse L. Williams, after a 
course in Lancaster seminary, at Cincin- 
nati, chose civil engineering as his life 
work. 
In 1828 he had been engaged to 
make the final location of the Qhio canal 
from Licking S.unimit to Chillicothe, and 
to construct a division of the work. His 
appointment as chief engineer of the Wa- 
bash and 
Erie canal brought to 
Fort 
Wayne a man of wifle power and in- 
fluence 
in shaping the commercial and 
political history of the region. 
Gay Demonstration of Canal Enthusiasts, 
A night parade, an immenv bonfire and 
patriotic speeches closed i i r t 
Wayne's 
first canal celebration, which occupied a 
large part of the day of February 22, 
18,32. 
The legislature had stipulated as 
one of the features of the canal act that 
work 
on the 
waterway 
should 
begin 
previous to March 2. 
The birthday of 
Washington, who was probably the first 
to suggest a waterway connecting the 
Maumee and the Wabash, was chosen as 
the date of the formal beginning of the 
work. 
The day's plans had been 
ar- 
ranged at a mass meeting held in the 
Masonic hall, over which Henry Rudisill 
presided and David H. Colerick acted as 
secretary. 
On the appointed day a pa 
rade of citizens and visitors, headed by 
two musicians, and with Hugh Hanna as 
marshal, marched "across the St. INIary's 
river, northwest to the line of the feeder 
cana.1, where the people gathered in 
circle and listened to an eloquent and

Port Wayne a water connection with Chicago.

The government appointed Major Samuel 
Lewis to the position of land commis- 
sioner, which he held for a period of ten 
years.

Colonel John Spencer succeeded Jonathan 
McCarthy as receiver of the government 
general land office, and he held the place 
until 
1837.

found that instead of a shortage there 
was a balance of $500 due the receiver 
Colonel Spencer was a native of Ken*

Two Settlers of 1832. 
Accompanying Colonel Spencer, receiva 
of public moneys at the land office as hii 
clerk, was his brother-in-law, Reuben J-

became Allen county's first surveyor and

Worry and faith are 
not good bedfelloAvs. 
These are some of 
the mental requirements; let us look at 
a fcAv of the physical ones.

stomach. 
If you have a grouch leave it 
outdoors when you go to your meals. 
Fear nothing that you eat. 
If you fear 
it, do not eat it ; if you eat it, do not 
fear it. Chew every mouthful thorough- 
ly, but not excessively. 
This applies es- 
pecially to starches in order to coat them 
completely with saliA'a—the alkaline me- 
dium. 
Never begin a meal Avith fruit— 
it should bo last. 
Do 
not pain 
your 
stomach for an hour simply by tickling 
your palate for a minute. 
Say good-bye 
to your food and forget it. 


Foiu'th. Bathe—some kind of a bath— 
not fcAver than 365 times a year. 
Suit

His strength seemed to 
leave him as he gazed upon the polished, 
glistening shell. On a friend's sailboat

The race was in the afternoon, three 
r miles. 
By that time the sympathy of 
even 
thbec; who had scoffed was with 
thje hpy from iJnion Springs, though 
even his best friendsj felt" that he .might 
better never hare entered. 
But there 


was one point they had not taken into 
consideration. 


The Touth had never touched a drop 
of 
intoxicating liquor; he had 
never 
smoked, never dissipated' in any way; 
an open air life, much of it spent on. the 
lake, the rest in the wonderful hills of 
Tompkins county, had made him strong 
as steel. He rowed as other men walked. 


At the very pistol shot he jumped into 
the lead over his two rivals. 
It is a 
qnestion which was the more surprised, 
the boy, his competitors or the watching 
crowd. 
Every foot of the course he 
pulled harder and harder—as he said 
afterward, he was afraid with

newfangled boats there was some way 
those city men might catch him after 
all.

To-day in the home of Charles 
E. 
Courtney, in Ithaca, more prized than 
scores of handsomer trophie.s, stands a 
little silver cup. 
It is the cup he won in 
that race against fhe "city chaps" in 
3S68. 
For the boy who pulled his heavy 
craft to victory that day is now "Old 
[Man" Courtney, once champion oarsman 
of the United States, perhaps the great- 
est rowing coach the world has known. 


But again to his earlier days. 
After 
his first real race Courtney returned to 
school and to work. 
At odd times he 
won a few local contests, and little by lit- 
tle he learned 
the advantages of 
the 
shell. 
He had graduated from his canoe 
to !i boat twenty-three feet long with a 
nineteen inch beam, from that to th". ajc- 
cepted shell, much 
lighter 
and 
more 
Slender, lu September. 1873, he attained 
the ambition of his life—he owned a 
"real"' boat. 
It cost him $126, a fortune, 
for he wiis then earning only a .$1 day, 
but friends helped him out. one taking his 
note for $40. 
He entcvcd a big race at 
Saratoga Springs, the Mecca of 
oars- 
men. 


With the sum of $15 in his pocket he 
went to the Springs aboot three .weeks 
before the race to familiarize himself 
with the course. 
Bravely he walked into 
the hotel and told the clerk he wanted a 
room and board and asked the price a 
week. 


"Three dollart. and a half a day," the 
clerk replied. 


Mr. Courtney says he can remember 
to this day how suddenly the huge sum 
of $15 dropped in value. 
He tried to 
eat one meal in t i a t hotel, hut the hands 
that could pull an oar would not hold a 
knife, and the heart that could stand 
up under the strain of a race beat un- 
certainly when he felt that the eyes of 
all in that big room were on him. 
H e 
didn't cat; he couldn't 
He wished he 
was back in Union Springs. 


L/uckily he changed his hotel, going to 
Moon's, where Mr. Moon saw his plight 
and made him feel more comfortable, 
"but it was necesisary to bring the-husky 
young chap to thé family table before 
this cbuld he accoinplished. 
Even then 
he was not wholly at ease, foi' the strain 
of knowing he did not have money 
enough to meet his till preyed upon his 
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as tragic as his eptry Into the rowing 
game was remarkable. 


A sunstTiike had bothered him. 
He 
trained until his health was in danger 
of 'breaking down under the strain, and 
it was then that he met defeat on the 
water for the first time in his life. 
Ned 
Hanlan, one of the greatest oarsmen 
who ever sat in a shell, was the man 
who broke Courtney's succession of vic- 
tories. 
The race was at Lachine, in 
1878. So close was the finish that many 
thought Courtney had won. 
But the 
judges gave the race to Hanlan, and 
there was no official dispute over the 
decision. 
The public demanded a return 
race, even though Courtney never pro- 
tested the ruling. 
- A match -was arranged to take place in 
October of the following y^ar. 
Court- 
ney waa in better shape then, confident 
that he would -win. 
Never before had 
the public been So aroused over a scull- 
ing i-ace. 
The course was to, 'be five 
miles on Chautauqua Lake. Hundreds of

out, "Hey, stop a while and have a; 
lemonade with us; you've got plenty of 
time." He won that race in 14m. 15s,, ä 
minute faster than the existing profes-^ 
sional record.

Later there was another surprise in 
store for him. 
Mr. Moon had won $300 
on his A'ictory. 
Another friend had won.

Each gave hiih half, and Court-' 
ney went back home with $450, the larg- 
est sum of money he had ever'^haii-in 
his life.

Not that he has better athletes to sclect 
from than, do the other universities, but 
because, eight good >athletes are in thè 
boat, ao^ Courtney is the: man Vho 
picked and trained them.

The opinion is quite pi'cvalent that 
fruit trees T^ill grow and 
flourish 
in 
almost any kind oi soil. 
'J his theory, 
however, 
appears 
to be 
w roni;, 
for 
fruit trees, 
to put 
forth 
their 
best 
efforts, require a soil of good quality, 
as much so as do the smaiier 
crops 
such 
as grains, 
corn, 
potatoes, 
etc. 
Where such crops ihri\ e, some fruit.s 
~are found to do equally well. 
Good 
soils vary in many particulars but they 
should be fertile, that is. contain the 
necessary elements for iilant srrowth. 
The soil should be deep and mellow if 
best 
result.? 
are 
desired. 
Depth 
is 
indeed a very important factor in suc- 
cessful fruit growing, becau.=:c the root 
.-systems of the trees require plenty of 
room for pood development. 
Young- 
trees will thri-\-e for a time on shallow 
eoils but sooner or later they will be- 
come unprofitable, as it is :m]iossible 
for them to obtain the maximum de- 
velopment in such soll.s.

To no small degree the success of 
nrcharding depends upon good cultl- 
A-ation and propf^r handling of the soil. 
To have healthy plant growth, a cer- 
tain a m o u i ^ of oxygen must be in the 
soil. 
This oxygen is formed in the air. 
Again, good preparation should deepen 
the soil, Increasing the feeding sur- 
face, all the m.ore encouraging roots 
to 
strike 
deeply 
and 
bringing 
the 
moisture 
up 
from 
the 
water 
table. 
By having the soil particles small the 
water is enabled to rise. 
Thug, in the 
feeding area, of the soil we have set 
more plant food free an.d we also have 
plenty of moipture. 
These two points 
are very essential, as the only 
way 
plant food can enter the roots is in 
the form of a solution. 
Water must 
be pre.=;ent. 
This solution entering the 
roots rises to the leaves, where 
the 
food is retained for future use and the 
water is given off. 
The more moist- 
ure that enters the plant, the 
more 
food is deposited. 


Ju summer our ob.ieet 
to pulverize 
two or three Inches on the 
surface 
as finely as possible to prevent 
the 
moipture from evaporating from 
the 
.soil. 
The nearer 
we bring the 
fop 
soil to the condition of road dust the 
better will be our results. 
The fine 
so'l prevents the water from passing 
through it. 
Tf we stopped with 
the 
spring cultivation, the soil after each 
rain would bake the crust and it v^'ould 
crack open, letting out the moisture. 
Summer cultivation also keeps down 
the 
weeds, 
and 
this 
Is well 
worth 
while, as weeds pump out an 
enor- 
mous amount of water fi-om the soil. 


There are several methods by which 
timbers may be given thorougli preser- 
vative treatment. 
The surface of the 
wood may be soaked 
with paint 
or 
some similar substance. 
Such a coat- 
ing keeps the wood dry, and more or 
less effectually excludes the entrance 
of 
the 
decay-producing 
organisms. 
Such coatings, however, should be ap- 
plied to only well-seasoned 
material, 
since they will 
also 
tend to 
retard 
the escape of such moisture as may 
be already within the timber. 
Better 
preservatives are the prodiu:ts of the 
distillation of coal tar and pretroleum 
tar, which, in addition to pos.'iessing 
the 
advantages 
of 
paint, 
are 
anti- 
.septics and poisonous to fungi. 
The 
deeper .such antiseptics penetrate the 
wood the more lasting is their effect. 


It is well known that wood decays 
most rapidly when placed in contact 
with the surface of the ground, 
be- 
cause the wood-destroying 
organisms 
find there more uniform conditions of 
heat and moisture to encourage their 
development. 
For 
this 
reason 
the 
ground line of a post must be thor- 
oughly treated, 
whereas 
portions 
of 
the pofit above and below this point 
require less treatment. 
The 
elimate 
of the locality should 
also be 
eon- 
sider^d. 
In the. warm G'^.lf states or 
in a moisture-laden atmosphere posts 
require more thorough treatment than 
in a. cooler northern climate or on the 
arid plains. 


The 
imprégnation 
of 
fence 
posts 
with creosote is best accomplished by 
the 
so-eallf^d 
"open-tank" 
prore,-s. 
This consists of heating the wood for 
a certain period and then cooling it

The principle is 
simple. 
During the heating the high 
temperature causes the air and water 
contained in the wood cells to expand, 
so 
that 
a 
portion

water is forced out. The rest contracts 
as the subsequent cooling progresses, 
and a partial vacuum is formed, into 
which atmospheric pressure forces the 
cool preservative. 


The 
open-tank 
principle 
n:ay 
be 
variously applied in the treatment of 
posts. 
The best way to heat the posts 
is to immerse their butts in creosote 
maintained 
at a temperature of 
220 
degrees F. 
If a single tank is used 
the cooling bath may be given by per- 
initting. the temperature to fall, and in 
this case 
the 
preservative 
must, 
of 
course, be u.=ed for the hot bath. 
It 
is better, however, to employ an addi- 
tional tank containing the-cold 
pres- 
er-cative. 
Tf two 
tanks are used and 
a thorough impregnation 
of the top 
of the post is desired, the cold bath 
tank should be large enough to per- 
mit the .=5oaking of the entire 
post. 
The top of the post will not be tpo 
heavily 
impregnated, 
because 
it 
has 
not 
been 
immersed 
in the 
hot 
oil. 
Creosote is usually the most satisfac- 
tory preservative- 
With 
two 
tanks, 
crtide petroleum or any heavy 
(high- 
boilingi oil jnay be used in the hot- 
bath tank.-

The removal of 
the bark

Large posts are unneces- 
sarj-, if proper 
ive treatment 
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is given, and, since the cost of treat- 
ment increase.? rapidly with the size of 
the post, there is much advantage in 
using 
comparatively 
small 
ones;

well-treated line post need not exceed 
5 inches in diamater. 


The form of the post may influence 
the efficiency of the treatment. 
A split 
post 
necessarily 
has 
heartwood 
ex- 
posed to the air. 
With some woods 
this is immaterial; 
with 
others 
the 
heartwood cannot be impregnated, and 
untreated heartwood wMll prove infer- 
ior in duri.bility to properly treated 
sapwood. 
Therefore, 
only 
round 
posts 
of 
the 
latter 
class should 
be 
used. 


The top.s of the posts should be cut 
oblifjucly to shed rain water. 
A bevel 
made with an ax is preferable to one 
made 
with 
a 
saw. 
because 
it 
Is 
smootheiv 
Bark retards or prevents 
the 
jienetiaticm 
of 
the 
preservative 
into the wood. 


Tt also uselessly increases the cost 
of treatment 
by itself absorbing oil. 
I'eeling the posts before t r e a t m e n t is, 
therefore, necessary. 
Even the papery 
inner 
bark 
should 
be carefully 
r e - 
moved, especially in the case of pine 
or hasswood. 


Thorough seasoning should 
always 
preoedft impregnation. 
Ti:ven air-dry 
woofl is unfit for treatment after a 
heavy rain, and T^hen thus saturated 
should be permitted to dry for at least 
three days of good seasoning weather. 


The 
average 
period 
required 
to 
season 
posts is five weeks, but 
this 
period varies widely, according to the 
kind of wood, the season of the year, 
and climatic conditions.

Millet can frequently be grown as a 
catch 
crop 
w'hen 
other 
Important 
crops have failed. 
As most varieties 
of this crop matures in from 60 to 90 
days 
it can 
often follow wheat 
or 
other winter cereals. 
There are many 
varieties of millet on the market, but 
only a few of these show exceptionai 
merit. 
Among the best varieties are 
German, 
Japanese 
and 
Himgarian, 
which made in recent tests, an average 
yield of hay of 3.8.5. 2.SO, and 
2.42 
tons, respectively. 
The principal ob- 
jection to the Japanese is the coarse- 
ness of the stalks, which prevent its 
being eaten with as much relish as the 
filler stemmed ^•arietles. 


That a large quantity of fine quality 
haj- can be obtained by growing millet 
and cutting when the seed i.s In the 
early dough stage is admitted by all, 
and owing to the difficulty of main- 
taining live stock In many 
sections, 
because of the scarcity and high price 
01' hay, it Is surprising that this crop 
is 
not 
more 
extensively 
cultivated. 
Timothy hay, for instance, which 
is 
regarded 
as 
the 
standard, 
contains 
6.S per cent of protein, 33.5 per cent 
of fiber, 51.7 per cent of fat. 
Hun- 
garian gra.ss contains 8.1 per cent of 
protein, ."iO per cent of fiber, 5.".1 per 
cent of nitrogen free extra,ct, and 2.3 
per cent of fat. 
Millet hay, if prop- 
erly made and ctired, thus 
contains 
more nutriinent per ton than timothy 
and it is generally recognized that mil- 
let can be cultivated successfully on 
thousands of acres of land to which 
timothy i.s not at all adapted. 
More- 
over, there is a marked divergence be- 
tween the yields of the two crops, as it 
is not unusual to obtain from 3 to 
tons of cured millet hay. as compared 
witii 1 or 3 tons of timothy. 
The

on millet hay for several weeks. Some 
of the horses seemed to be immune, 
but 
others 
exhibited 
peculiar 
sym~ 
toms, noticeably an increased 
action 
of the kidneys, lameness and swelling 
of various joints. 
As this trouble di.s- 
appeared 
when the feeding of millet 
was discontinued, and no injurious re- 
sults 
seemed 
to 
follow feeding th<i 
hay to other classes of live stock, therq 
is no reason why its use should he dis- 
carded in these sections to which It 
is peculiarly adapted, as it is quitg 
evident 
that when fed in 
moderats 
c(uantitles to horses and not made the 
8ole roughage, 
the objections to 
ita 
use largely disappear. 


Millet .should be seeded at. the rat^ 
of 40 to 60 pounds per acre—drilled 
in and covered w'ith a harrow. 
From 
to 40 bushels of millet seed may bi 
obtained per acre, and owing to the 
short time it occupies the land it can 
be made a very renumerative 
crop. 
Millet is no more exhausting to tha 
soil t h a t other crops when 
compara- 
tive yields are considered. 


Millet has another advantage which 
should not be overlooked, as it Is a 
most excellent smother crop and can 
he used with great advantage on land 
which it is desired to free of weeds 
and put in the best possible condition 
for seeding to gra.=is or wiieat in tha 
fall.

were used; in the 1-5 bushels per acre, 
two eyes; in the 25 bushels per acre, 
half tubers; and in the 40 bushels per 
acre, whole titbers.

decidedly in favor of the whole tubers. 
The plants f r o m the one-eye 
pieces 
were at first much more slender than 
tliose from the two-eye pieces, 
half 
or whole tubers. 
Thesc^more delicate 
plants required 
greater 
care in 
the 
first 
cultivation, 
but 
the 
difference 
was not so apparent later on as the 
plants gained in size and vigor, and 
by the height of the growing season 
the individual stalks from the 
one- 
eye pieces were as large and 
strong 
as the stalks from the larger pieces. 


As the rate of seeding per acre was 
increased, 
depending on the size of 
seed pieces used, in like 
proportion 
was the average n u m b e r of plants or 
stall-cs per hill increased. 
Increasing 
the size of potato seed pieces, there- 
fore, is equivalent to increasing 
the 
n u m b e r of grains per hill in seeding 
corn; and f r o m extended observation in 
the past as well as f r o m experiments 
conducted, the results in either case 
may reasonably be expected to prove 
similar. 
By increasing the n u m b e r of 
stalks per hill (up to a certain limit) 
the total yield may be somewhat eji- 
larged, but this gain in yield is often 
at the expense of the size, development 
and quality of the product. 


There is no rouglmgo which is of 
more importance to the producer of 
beef cattle than silage. 
The value of 
Bilage to the beef producer varies con- 
Biierably and is dependent 
upon 
a 
large n u m b e r 
of 
other 
factors. 
If 
rough fodders are scarce or are higli 
priced, if the grain is high priced, or 
if the grain is so near a good market 
that m u c h o f It can be readily .sold, 
silage will have a greater value than 
if the opposite conditions exist. 
It Is 
a great saver of grain regardless of 
whether it is to be fed to stock cattle 
o.r fattening cattle. 
It will le.ssen the 
¿frain feeding by practically th 
same 
a m o u n t as is contained in the silage. 
The value will also depend somewhat 
upon the kind of cattle to which it is 
to be fed. 
If there is im abundance of 
rough fodder which cannot be mark- 
eted, silage will not be so valuable.— 
W. F. Ward.

Farm Asparagus Bed 


Asparagus is not hard to grow and 
we know of no other vegetable that 
will give more satisfactory results If 
well cared for. 


As an asparagus bed has to be set 
out only once it is, therefore, 
ven' 
necessary to use the greatest care in 
giving the plants a start. 


Plow 
the ground 
deeply as 
early 
as possible in the spring and mix with 
it an abundance 
of well-rotted 
ma- 
nure. 


This should be done three or four 
da>'s before 
planting 
and 
a. strong 
fertilizer should never be put next to 
the plants, because it often destroys 
them. 


The rows should be about six feet 
apart 
and 
the plants should 
be set 
10 inches deep. 
Set out only strong, 
one-year-old 
roots. 


Press the soil about them and 
as 
the plants begin to come up, 
throw 
a 
little 
dirt 
into 
the 
furrows 
to 
smother the weeds and keep the soil 
loose around 
the plants. 
Gradually 
fill the rows until the ground is level. 


The weeds must be iicjit from the 
plants for two years; then not much 
f u r t h e r care is necessary. 


Cutting may begin the third year, 
for perhaps 30 days, but not longer. 
After that, asparagus may be cut up 
to the midd'e of J u n e or perhaps a 
little later. 


If your bed .show\g a large growtl^ 
of tops in the fall yo^i may be sure 
of a good crop the next spring. 


W h e n 
plants 
are 
old 
enough 
to 
cut, tiie tops should be cut off very 
early in the spring almost down 
to 
the crowns of the roots and then as 
they start to grow again 
the 
roots 
should be ridged about eight or ten 
inches above the level of tiie ground. 


The 
plants 
will 
push 
their 
way 
through this ridge in a very few days 
and will continue to grow vigorously. 


A wet, heavy black soil Is not good 
for asparagus, 
as it does better 
on 
sandy loam.

Improved methods of analysis have 
shown 
that 
the 
sulphur 
content 
of 
cereals is nearly as high as ^.heir con- 
tent of phosphorus. 
Vv'orli of chem- 
ists also indicated that three times a.«? 
much sulphur may be lost in drainage 
waters as is brought to the soil in 
rain. 
Analysis of cropped soils and 
adjacent virgin .soils showed that the 
cropped soils contained about 40 per 
cent less sulphur. 
These data, there- 
fore, raise the question as to whether 
the natural soil supply of sulphur is 
adequate 
for 
permanent 
crop 
pro- 
duction. 


To determine the effect of sulphur 
fertilization various plants have been 
grown by Professor Tottinghan under 
greenhouse conditions %Ith and with- 
out the addition to the soil of sulphur 
fertilizer,?.

While -working as a clerk INIr. Toner 
iainod local fame as a player by pitch- 
ing on Saturday aiternoons.

did physique gave him a particular ad- 
vantage. 
He was more than six feet tall 
at the age of eighteen and is now a 
trifle more than three inches above that 
mark in height. 


In 1885 Mr. Tener received his first 
professional engagement, but not as a 
pitchcr. • Because of his proportions he 
was iKiinted out as an ideal first bavse-^ 
man, ability to hit fairly well liaving 
always been shown in his earlier games. 
Ac the time he joined the 
Pittsburg 
team Sir. Tener was just six feet three 
Inches tall and weighed an even 200 
pounds.

Mr. Tener has been active. 


In 1907 he was persuaded to Ijccome a 
candidate for Congress, to which he was 
elected by a majority of more than tea 
thousand.

As a tribute to the East, ^-here the 
game was first extensively played, Mr, 
Hulbert urged upon Morgan G, Bulke- 
ley, of Hartford, Conn,, the acceptance 
of the first presidency of the National 
League. 
Later Mr, Hulbert served; un- 
til his death, in 18S2. 
It was a source 
of pleasure and a deep appreciation of 
the honor conferred upon mo to greet 
Mr. Bulioley at the time I was made 
president of the National League.

With forty odd minor cir- 
cuits working in conjunction with the 
National and American leagues for the 
betterment of conditions to all concerned, 
splendid results have been attained. - 
' Cases Avhich cannot be adjusted by the 
minor leagues involved go to the baseball 
court, tho National Oomipission. 
The 
player with a just grievance is assured 
justice. 
There can be no evasion of the 
pi-inciplos of fair play and gc/od sports- 
manship. The National League has dem- 
onstrated that by its course during tho 
winter meeting^. 


At tho present time there is no real 
grievance by the players. 
It has been 
said of my race that we can start a fight 
without an argument; but, seriously, I 
cannot see tho makings of a real baseball 
"war" in conditions which have prevailed 
in recent years of organized baseball. 
There is ab.soluiely no appeal to true 
manhood in the present enlistment by 
an independent league'of tho players de- 
veloped by organized baseball.

inducements from

money w^as ringing in his ears so im- 
pressively that he couldn't sleep. 


Escaping late at night from a band 
of 
money-laden 
emissaries, 
Wagner 
found his way to the room of "Barney" 
Dreyfuss, president of the 
Pittsburg 
club. 
Startled by the constant tapping 
at the door, Mr, Dreyfuss called:— 
"Who's 
tliere?", 


"It's me, Honus," was- the reply. 
Those were "war" times, and wonder- 
ing at the reason for a visit at such an 
hour, Mr, Dreyfuss admitted the big 
fellow. 


"I want a contract," explained Wag- 


Mr. Dreyfuss assured his star that 
•there had not been one prepared for 
him, 


"Lot me ^ e 
a blank one," pleaded 
Wagner, 


After ransacking his papers, the Pitts- 
burg club owner finally brought forth 
a document, and Honus solemnly in- 


scribed his name ou a contract in Avhich 
no figures were written. 


"Now I can get a little sleep," said 
Wagnor, as he left his astounded em- 
ployer, deeply reflecting the qualities of 
manhood in a player who could put him- 
self beyond tho temptation of money by 
signing a blank contract. 


Baseball Needs Xo Hefornilns. 


I was a player and I left organized 
baseball for tho Brotherhood 
becauso 
there was a principle involved. 
It was 
an era in which the elevation of the 
ga'me had been lost sight of by some 
of tho club owners. 
It was not mere 
financial gain 
that w^as behind 
that 
movement. 
Wo were assin^cd no cer- 
tain profits—in fact,-we kiie-w we must 
give our services and our savings to the 
cause. 
Wo might have won that "battle 
of bluff" had we realized that the oppo- 
sition was weaker than we were finan- 
cially. 
But the players eventually Avon, 
because from that fight there came a 
greater appreciation 
of 
the 
need 
of 
good 
sportsmanship 
among 
the club 
owners a.s well as on the field. 


The "fan" of to-day knows there was 
public sentiment in favor of the Amer- 
ican 
League's 
expansion. 
A 
natural 
opening for such an organization existed. 
I have heard no recent public clamor 
for reforms in baseball. 
What is there 
to reform? A few grievances on the 
part of players toward men who once 
weres. active in certain clubs may have 
been ^behind their leave-taking from or- 
ganized baseball in tho past fow months, 
but the call of money is loudest; in fact, 
there is not one charge against organized 
baseball. 


The player is assured of a future in 
organized . baseball comanensurate 
with 
his ability. 
It is impossible to keep a 
deserving ball plaj-er from public recog- 
nition. ,The big leagues annually spend 
hundreds 
of 
thousandte of 
dollars 
to 
minor league clubs for promising play- 
ers—last year the amount was .$341,000 
—and the players advance in their pro- 
fession with substantial increases 
in 
salaries. 
Eighty per cent of the minor 
league teams lost money last year, yet 
arrangements for another season 
and 
another 
continue. 
There 
is much 
in 
baseball besides moiKiy making. 


The present contracts are 
equitable 
as applied to ba.seball. 
Of 9,000 playens 
in organized baseball 
there is not one 
vi-'ho IS not 
certain 
to 
command 
a 
salary 
in 
keeping 
with 
his 
worth. 
There have 
been 
players 
signed 
this 
year who frankly confessed. they were 
not worth the salary offered. There is 
no need to cite tliese individuair cases,

When Fred. Clarke, manager of the

tions to having his son continue in organ- 
ized baseball Avith the declaration that 
it was a "shame to make a slave of the 
boy." This vague denunciation of organ- 
ized baseball brought from Clarke a 
reply like this:— 


"Yes, it is -shameful. Thoy 
started 
mo in at a fair salary and kept me play- 
ing, which I w-ould have done for nothing 
anyway, and forced me to accept more 
money. 
Now, here I am, 
a man 
of 
about fortj', with more health than I 
ever had, and only about .^SOO,000 bet- 
ter off than if I had kept on playing 
ball on my own hook." 


This satirical speech gives an insight 
to organized baseball that I think the 
"fans"' 
will 
appreciate. As in 
Fred. 
Clarke's case, so it is with hundreds

It was a decent looking 
;oat, not ragged enough to be thrown 
iway, and Mrs. Connors' curiosity grew. 


Why should any one, even a wealthy 
person, throw away an overcoat which 
ivas not worn out. 


She paused in her walking and re- 
¡rarded the barrel. Her interest increased. 
It had been drizzling all night, yet the 
»Tercoat was scarcely wet. 
.It -couldn't 
lave been lying there very long. 
She 
•lanced up and down the street. 
N?» 
me was in sight. 
Perhaps the coat was 
)laced there to keep the contents of the 
iarrel dry. 
That was strange, to use a 
lOftt for »nch a pnrpose. 
There would 
• no barm in ftatifying lier curioaitjr. 


Mrs. C-onnors stepped to tihe barrel, 
lifted a comer of the garment and peered 
in. 
A cry of terror broke from her lips. 
She dropped the coat back over 
the 
grizzly thing she had seen and staggered, 
pale and shaken, away from the barrel. 


Other persona had seen her strange 
actions. 
In a moment a little group, also 
fired by curiosity, collected. 
The fright- 
ened woman stammered out what she had 
seen. 
Some one ran for a policeman, an 
ambulance was sent for, and the crowd 
grew. 


Meanwhile a policeman drew'the body 
of a man from the barrel into which 
it had been jammed.

The Police Department was 
at sea, and the entire city of New York 
was agpg before Mrs. Connors recovered 
from the shock of her discovery. 


At the Union Market police station it 
was determined that the man had been 
dead at lea.st two hours. 
He seemed 
about forty years old and well set up. 
His complexion was swarthy and his 
ears were pierced for the rings, after the 
manner of many Sicilian."?. His clothing 
was of good quality, and from his gen- 
eral appearance it wag judged that he 
-was not a laborér. 
Tba lorehemd wa« 


Several of my men went with me to the 
Morgue. 
We measured the body accord- 
ing to Bertillon methods. 
Still the man 
had not been identified, nor did his meas- 
urements correspond with any record in 
the Bertillon files. 


I was positive I was correct in my 
statement that I half seen the man as 
described, but I was troubled by the fact 
that the clothing was blue instead of 
bro-syn, as I had seen it. 
Finally, with 
the aid of my men, I rigged up a light in 
my office such as I had seen the man 
standing near on the night of April 12. 
Tlie clothes Avere brought 
from 
the 
Morgue and placed under .tlie light. Sure 
enough, they looked brown instead of 
bine. 
I was then sure I was right and 
that the man had been a victim of the 
Black Hand. 


I at once notified Inspector*McClusky, 
and his men, working in conjunction with 
certain of mine, arrested eleven of the 
gang.

Ignazio Lnpo, ^fessina Genova, Vito La 
Duca, Pietro Inzerillo, Domenico Peco- 
raro, Uorenzo Lobido, Giuseppe Fanara, 
Giuseppe La Lamia, Nicola Testa and 
Luciano Ferrino. 


Off the soar on the murdered man's fae« 
and other unmistakable marks of identl- 
fica lion. Benedetto, he said, was a stone- 
cutter and lived in Buffalo. 
For som« 
months he had been out of work, and Da 
Priema believed he had recently been 
operating with a band of counterfeiters 
in New York.

I'hotographs of the man wore made 
promptly and compared with pictures in 
the rogues' gallery at Police Headquar- 
ters, but the victim was not to be identi- 
fied in that way. 
The police investiga- 
tion of the circumstances of the crime 
wa.s pushed to the utmost. 
Every de- 
tail of the man, his clothing and the 
barrel was recorded. 


It was determined that at least two 
weapons had been used' by the murderer 
or murderers. 
A wound directly below 
the left ear had been inflicted with a nar- 
row two-edged' blade and the incision 
was three inche.s deep. It takes a strong 
^vrist and a heavy lunge to drive a knife 
in so far at that point. A wound above 
the "Adam's apple," which 
penetrated 
sheer to the spinal cord, had apparently 
been made with the same weapon. There 
v^cre numerous similar wounds of little 
account, but a deep gash across 
the 
throat, literally from ear to ear, had 
evidently been made with a heavier and 
more clumsy knife. 


All this resulted in nothing, A search 
through the clothing of the dead man 
put a number of details in the hands of 
the police. The most striking object found 
was a small brass crucifix, the like of 
which is not often seen and which to my 
knowledge was common to no particular 
locality. It was of foreign make and bore 
a Latin motto on the scroll work above 
the figure of the Saviour on the cross. 
At the hase of the cross was a skull and 
crossbonee. 
Since that lime I have come 
across the same type of crucifix. 


In the dead man's overcoat were two 
handkerchiefs, one small and delicately 
perfumed. 
But the only identification 
mark on the clothing was "Burt & Co., 
Opposite Produce Exchange," stamped ou 
the shoes, which were well worn and had 
been patdhed. 


Stencilled on the bottom of the barrel 
were the letters "W & T," and on the 
sides "G 233." 
It had evidently conr 
tained sugar, and in the bottom was a 
layer of sawdust, mixed ^with which were 
the burnt stubs of cigars and a quantity 
of onion peel. 


Also there was a note in the hand- 
writing 
of

Part

lines wore legible and the Italian words 
"Giorne

I'urgenaa" could bennade out. The trans- 
lation is, "Day tliat you come • 
• 
* 
suddenly the urgency." 


Inspector George W. McClusky, tlien 
chief of the detective bureau, of New 
York, took personal charge of the case 
and directed the work of his men. Every 
art known to the police was employed. 
The entire uniformed force was put on 
the lookout for chance clews, and photo- 
graphs of the murdered man were dis- 
tribnteil in the hope that some policeman, 
urottld r«cogni»« liim< Noa« di^ 


The shoes were so worn that any marks 
of identification by which Burt & Co. 
might h.ave determined to whom they 
wore sold had disappeared. 
The hand- 
kerchiefs told nothing. 
Not a pawnshop 
in the city had sold a crucifix similar to 
the oiie in the possession of the mur- 
dered man, nor had any of the regular 
dealers in such articles. 


The markings ou the barrel led to no 
discovery of value. 
The letter, which 
was regarded a.s perhaps the most prom- 
ising clew, turned out to be only tantal- 
izing. 
Half a dozen more words unob- 
literated, perh,aps only a single word, 
might have told so much. 
There was a 
tendency on the part of many to attrib- 
ute the crimc to a woman or at least to 
find in a woman the motive, because of 
the letter. 
However, as the identity of 
the victim was not established, there was 
no woman toward whom suspicion might 
point 


Of all this I read in the evening papers. 
I was at that time watching in New Y'^ork 
a band of Sicilians whom I suspected of 
certain crimes of which I shall treat 
later. 
In short, as long ago as 1903 I 
was convinced in my own mind of the 
existence of a Black Hand organization. 
From descriptions of the murdered man 
and from photographs it seemed to me 
that I had seen him. 
I could not quite 
place him, yet I was certain that I had 
seen the man. 


I shut myself up with a cigar and 
pondered the matter. 
The murder was 
brought to my attention ou April 14. 
Only two nights previously the band 
which I had under surveillance had ex- 
hibited unusual activity. 


On the night of April 12 I was in the 
possession of sufficient information in 
regard to this band to feel justified in 
making a personal expedition into their 
stronghold. 
Certain of my men, playing 
the part of thieves, had gained the con- 
fidence of some of the lieutenants of 
Lupo and Morello and I was shaping np 
evidence enough to arrest them on a 
charge of counterfeiting. 


On the evening in question I picked 
up the trail of several members of the 
band and followed 
them from their 
counterfeiting headquarters in the caffi 
at Elizabeth and Prince streets to the 
butcher shop of Vito La Duca, in Stan- 
ton street east of tlie Bowery. 
The 
Elizabeth street cafó was just around 
the corner from Ignazio Lupo's saloon, 
in the rear of which Giuseppe Morello 
conducted a restaurant. 


In Vito La Duca's meat store I saw 
Morello, whom I had arrested four months 
before with a gang of counterfeiters, 
but who had been acquitted, though all 
the others were convicted. 'Two others 
who were present in the store were An- 
tonio Geneva and Domenico Pecoraro, 
both of whom I knew well as members 
of the band I wa» watdiing. 
These 
three men stood in the rea;* of the shop 
in aninuited contaraatton and'wbUe they 


-V 


talked a fourth man, whose face was 
strange to me, s^tood alone on the side- 
walk near the door close to the flickering 
glare of the street light smoking. 
The 
three men were evidently arguing and 
»presently they himg up a piece of bag- 
ging as a curtain at the door to the 
street. 
While I knew the men to be 
still talking, a covered wagon stopped 
in front of the shop and two men left it 
and entered the store. 
One of them 
came out almost immediately and drove 
away. 
Shortly after eight o?clock the 
visitors to La Duca's place left. 
They 
divided into two groups, the stranger 
going toward the Bowery with Morello 
and Pccomro. 


All this on the evening of April 12. _ 
Now, as I eat: smoking and pondering 
the whole thing two nights later the 
feeling grew that the stranger I had 
seen in the little butcher shop and the 
man who Vas found in the barrel might 
be one and the same person. 
Yet the 
pictures did not seem to portray 
the 
same features exactly as I remembered 
them, and-the suit of the dead man v,'as 
described as blue while I remembered 
him to be clothed in brown. 
Of coursc 
he might have changed his clothes be- 
fore meeting his death, but this was .not 
likely. 


I could not eliminate from my memory 
the covered wagon I had seen two nights 
before. It seemed to possess me. 
Final- 
ly I gave myself up to finding a reaaon 
for its presence and the unusual conduct 
of its drivers. ^ 


The more I tihought the more I be- 
lieved that it was the means by which 
jthe dead man had been transported from 
the place where he met his doom to the 
pavement in avenue D. 
The men were 
Italians and associates of the Black 
Handera. 
Then, again, the fact that the 
men in La Duca's had been afraid of 
being seen and had hung the bagging 
over the glass door, and the stranger 
standing apart on the street just outside 
the door, where he could not hear the 
talk, all strengtlhened my suspicions that 
the man in the barrel was the man I had 
seen. 
I knew much of tlie inside work- 
ings of the gang and felt^that in some 
way the stranger had incurred the hatred 
of'the Black Hand. 


The murder was not witliin my prov- 
ince, yet I wanted, i^iwssible, to solve it, 
partly for -my own satisfaction, partly 
because every fresh fact I learned re- 
garding the organization 1 was after 
could be used by me to advantage. 
-It was In a peculiar, slanting ray of 
light that I had seen the stranger and I 
detc?rmined to reproduce to the best of 
my ability the same lighting effect, and 
make certain of the mau before com- 
mitting myself. 
Accordingly, I went to 
the Morgue and viewed the body in the 
•same kind of light in which 1 had fsrst 
seen the face, I was no longer in doubt. 
The dead man was the stranger of La 
Dtica's buteher shop. 
, 
. 
. To prora t l ^ 


more readily than had he carried it in a 
sheatli. 


Luciano Perrino, knoAvn as "II Bove" 
or "Tomasso Petto, the Ox," carried a 
pistol in a regulation holster and 
a 
stilleto in a sheath. 
Most of the men 
arrested were in the posse-ssion of per- 
mits to carry revolvers, issued by the 
Police Department of New York. 
It was 
this round-up of desperate men, most of 
them armed, which did much to bring 
about the passage of the law forbidding 
the carrying of dangerous weapons. 


Now, while it was established beyond 
reasonable doubt that the man whose 
body was found jammed into the barrel 
was the stranger I had seen in Vito 
La Duca's meat shop, we were still at a 
loss to identify him. 


The eleven prisoners were taken to the 
Morgue, and each one separately was 
confronted with the murdered man and 
questioned as to his acquaintance with 
him. 


When Morello, whom T had seen walk- 
ing with the murdered man, viewed the 
body he showed not the slightest sign of 
recognition or of agitation, though my 
men and detectives watched him as ani- 
mals do their prey. 
He shrugged his 
shoulders 
and 
volunteered 
the 
state- 
ment "Don't know." 


Domenico Pecoraro, whom I had also 
seen with the victim when he left the 
butcher store, was quite as loquacious. 
He shrugged his shoulders as only an 
Italian can, and varied the formula by 
muttering the words "No understand." 


The other nine prisoners denied all 
acquaintance with the victim of the mur- 
der. 
None of them had ever seen him, 
they said. 


We then hoped that relatives or friends 
would claim the body and thus establish 
the victim's identity, but for all we could 
tell after days of waiting he had died 
without a single friend, with no relative 
to care whether he went to 
Potter's 
Field or not 


The police redoubled their efforts, but 
to no avail. 
Every clew, and there were 
few enough of them, led to nothing. Each 
new line, which was run down to no 
/purpose, left the case moi-c baffling. 


Joseph Petrosino was at that time in 
the Italian squad of the New York De- 
tective Bureau. 
He received an anony- 
mous letter telling him tO' keep off the 
ease and describing the murder as a 
"Vendetta," which seemed to the writer 
of the letter sufficient reason for the 
barrel crime. 
Petrosino showed this let- 
let to me. 
Here was a clew worth fol- 
lowing. 
The writer was evidently afraid 
to divulge his name, even to the police, 
out of fear of the vengeance of the ter- 
rible Black Hand. 
I knew of no man so 
well qualified to handle the case 
as 
Petrosino 
himself, 
so 
after 
carefully 
thinking out a plan of procedure, I sug- 
gested that he go to Sing Sing prison, 
where several of the Lupo-iMorello band 
were serving terms for counterfeiting. 


Petrosino took with him a photograph 
of the barrel victim and showed it to 
several of the convicts whom he knew to 
be identified with the Black 
Hand. 
They professed ignorance of the dead 
mail's identity. 


It seemed as if it was to be the same 
story over again, but at last Petrosino 
showed the photograph to Giuseppe De 
Priema, and without telling him of the 
murder asked him if he knew whose 
likeness it was. 


De Priema glanced at the detective 
and alarm showed in his face. 
He 
clutched at the pasteboard on which was 
the likeness of the murdered man's face. 


"That 
is 
Márueno 
Benedetto, 
my 
brother-in-law," he cried. 
"What has 
happened?" 


The detective told him that Benedetto 
was murdered. 
Giuseppe De 
Priema 
fell to trembling like a leaf. 
Fear dis- 
torted his features. 
He knew the power 
that was behind the knife that had slit 
the tliroat of Marueno'Benedetto, his 
brother-in-law. 


He overcame his fear and it turned to 
anger. 
He cursed the murderers in his 
cell, he siiook his fist against the bare 
walls and he swore a vendetta against 
the men who had slain his relative by 
marriage. 
When he was calmer he con- 
vinced 
Petrosino 
beyond 
reasonable 
doubt that he had identified the tictim 
correctly. 


He ^escribed a watch chain whieh. had 
been found in one of fienadetto'a pockets 
and dtacril)«^ th« curiottt «rueifti; which 
>ad hêeu iotíúá with thi his^^c ti» «»H 


iu»s which could have been known only 
to a person familiar with i t 


With the evidence in hand, "Petto the 
Ox" was indicted by the Grand Jury for 
murder in the first degree. 
The other 
suspects had been held on a charge of 
murder without bail, but as the evidence 
was not sufficient to'^hold them Magis- 
trate Barlow 
turned 
them 
out 
The 
Sccret Service continued to watch these 
men, however, and what developed from 
this surveillance will be the subject of 
later chapters. 


At this time came fresh evidence of the 
existence of the Black Hand organiza- 
tion. 
"Petto the Ox" was apparently 
penniless and counsel would have been 
provided for him by the State, but sud- 
denly, apparently from nowhere, a great 
fund was raised. 


High priced counsel wf-re engaged to 
fight his case in court and money was 
spent freely in a campa i^rn for his re- 
lease. 
This money for the greater part 
was contributed by members of the so- 
ciety. 
Some of it was wrung from ter- 
rorized Italians, sr-we of it was begged 
from the "compari," or godfathens, of 
members of the gang. 
Every Sicilian 
hag two. "compari," and they are hound 
to aid their charges when they are in 
trouble. 


Meanwhile the police worked tirelessly 
in efforts to accumulate evidence against 
Petto, 
The watch which he had pawned 
was the only incriminating evidence they 
unearthed. 
I was morally certain who 
had 
murdered 
Benedetto, 
and 
reports 
from my men strengthened my belief. 


From information in my possession J 
was certain the felack Hand organization 
was furnishing the funds to 
conduct 
Petto's defence. It was to my interest 
to find out just who were in this organi- 
zation and just where the money came 
from, for I knew the band to be engaged 
in counterfeiting. 
It was at this tim<i 
that I Ifvirnod a great deal about the 
organization of the Black Hand. 
AMiile 
Potto was in the Tombs I ascertained 
that every member of the band was from 
Corleone, 
a 
town 
about 
twenty-seven 
miles from Palermo, Sicily. 
It was in 
PaLlermo that Joseph Petrosino was later 
murdered while executing a mission for 
Cominiiisioner 
Bingliam, 
of 
the 
New 
York Police Department 


I was seeking to get one or more of 
my operatives into the inneV circle of 
the Black Hand, and I learned that a 
man to accomplish this must be from 
Corleoiic, or he must come recommended 
by a member of the society Avho came 
from Corleone or lived there at present. 


"Petto the 0.x" Avas in the Tombs fout 
months awaiting trial. 
During this time 
the policc bent every effort to produce 
evidence against him which would hold 
in court. 
Meanwhile the Black Hand 
was raising money for his defence and 
my men were working into the confidence 
of the Black Handers, 
Nevertheless, 
scarcely a picce of evidence which would 
have held for a moment in a court of lá'w 
was unearthed by the police. 
Petto 
steadfastly denied his guilt, of course. 
There was no witness to the crime. 
Petto had not^been seen with the victim 
by any person who was available as a 
witness, and tie watch was the only 
slender clew which connected him with 
the crime. 


There were a dozen different ways in 
which 
that 
could 
be 
accounted 
for. 
Petto's lawyer asked that the prisoner 
he released on his own recognizance on 
the ground that there was not sufficient 
evidenSfe upon which to bring the ac- 
cused to trial with any fair hope of a 
convictian. 
The "Ox" was released. 


The barrel murder was - more of a 
mystery than ever. 
The one man to 
whom circumstance pointed as guilty of 
the crime was discharged by the court 
.because there was not sufficient evidence 
against him to make a conviction even 
possible. 
The police tried other clews. 
ITiey worked once more upon the theory 
that there was a woman in the case. 
They tried to find some pei-son with a 
grievance against Benedetto, but they 
failed. 


Petto disappeared from his accustomed 
haunts, but the eyes of the Secret Servica 
followed him and the lohg arm of Unela 
Sam hovered over him, ready to strike. ; 
What happened to "Petto the 0-x" and 
bow I finally solved the mystery »f the 
murder of Maruena Benedetto, 
irhieh' 
was never solved by the {»olice, I will tell 
next week.' It forgea another llBk in the

correspondent 
insists that hands be exchanged, as the

o where j'ou will these days.'ln smáll 
country towns and vlilag-es, and In 
the suburban districts of 
our big 
cities, you are met on every hand by house- 
wives bemoaning- the lack of servants «.nd, 
the proprietors of hotels and restaurants 
crying out that It Is Impossible to ob- 
tain waitresses, or if they are to be had 
they are hopelessly incompetent and de- 
manding- very higfh wages. 


The heads of employment bureaus look 
glum and say that fewer and fewer girls' 
name.s 
appear 
upon 
their 
books. 
One 
mi.siress seeking a couple of maids has 
been searching iinauccessfullj' for weeks; 
she has advertised larg-ely and offered a 
reasonable wage, 
her name appears on 
the lists of no fewer than five agencies, 
and .she has not had a single applicant 
who was gualified to do the work. 
An- 
other 
mistress, 
who 
wished 
a 
general 
housoworker, was called upon by a girl, 
fre.ih from school, who looked critically 
round the room and informed the lady= 
thai in a house of that size she would 
require txvo experienced servants. 


Many reasons have conspired to depriva 
the 
housewife 
of domestic 
servants 
of 
the old fashioned t.vpe who stayed a life- 
time 
and worked well for a yearly sum 
at the mention of which the i-awest girl 
would turn up her nose. 
So many new 
fields of labor have opened up for girla 
that fewer and fewer are entering into 
domestic service. 
Conscious of their own 
importance and value, maids have been 
prompted to ask, and mistresses to pay, 
very high wages, even to the most inex- 
perie.Tced, 
many 
of whom 
have 
to 
be 
taught most of their duties. The conse- 
quence is that in many homes the wife 
and mother has agreed to dispense with a 
maid, and feels a certain amount of relief 
in having: tlie house to herself, for a time 
at least, until she finds that she has too 
much to do and is sadly restricted in her 
pleasures and her calling. 


Then the exigencies of modern life, thè 
higlí cost of living, the inadequate accom- 
modation of some of the new houses and 
flat.s, the ever-increasing number of pro- 
fes.?ional and business women, tired of the 
limitations of boarding houses and a s c o « 
or more of otlier causes too numerous to- 
mention- have resulted in a demand for 
the as.sistaiice of the servant who go«g 
out by the day.

With the aid of "vacuums," knif«- 
cleaning machines and a variety of up to 
dale labor-saving contrivances unthought 
of in other daj^s, housework is compara- 
tively easy to-day and all these house- 
wive-i ask is to be relieved of the dirty 
work, such as the cleaning of the kitchen 
range,

A cupboard such as is to be 
found in nearly all tenements holds the 
stock o'f china, glass and cutlery essen- 
tial for a family of seven living in a 
three room tenement. 
The kitchen table, 
that serves also as the dining table, is 
covered with white oilcloth, which in a 
bu."y housniiold is far easier to keep clean 
than one of linen and is far more eco- 
nomical. 


Although the three room apartment is 
taken as the typical one for a family 'of 
seven in that part of the city, it often 
houses one of nine or more members and 
frequently thero is a lodger, but no ar- 
rangements are made for any such con- 
gestion, as it is not encouraged.

WMle accepting gladly tlie tender of tlie "good 
t>ffices" of the Brazilian, Argentine and Chilian envoys in 
Washing-ton to act as intermediaries in an attempt at 
peaceful solution of the differences between the United 
States and the Hnerta goYerament, it is plain that admin- 
istration authorities are not moved to place great confi- 
dence in the possibilities in this direction at this early 
Btage in the proceedings. Indnlging hope for the best, we 
think dubiousness is fully justified not only by the peculiar 
complications involving the case, but aliove all else by the 
character and practices of the Huerta government. The 
chief difficulty in negotiation with Huerta is the tricky, 
eyasive and constantly changing attitude of the man. This 
was strikingiy shown in his reception of the demand for 
the apologetic salute to the American flag as reparation 
for the insult at Tampico. At first agreeing to make the 
amende honorable, then quibbling over details and finally 
defiantly declining to accede to the request. Any satisfac- 
tory negotiation with either an individual or a govermnent 
of this character is apt to be extremely difficult if not al- 
together impossible. 


The situation is further complicated b}^ the fact that, 
like the United States, Brazil, Argentine and Chile have 
'declined to recognize the Huerta govermnent. The dicta- 
tor is apt, in the final stages, to show his teeth to the Lat- 
'^n-American brethren quite as definitely as when he 
tempted fate by refusing the demands of President Wil- 
son. There is always, also, that other question as to which 
Df the several pretenders to authority in Mexico really 
[possesses it; whether an agreement with Huerta wouI(i 
'bring peace or merely bring forv^^ard a new element with 
which to be reckoned. At least it may be said, however, 
that the tender of good offices comes from the best possible 
direction—^from the South American peoples who are pre- 
sumed to best understand the Mexican character and the 
(Mexican view of things. Viewed at this stage of the pro-

REFORMING THE FRANKING ABUSE. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The encouraging 
news comes 
from 
Washington that the great abuse of the 
franking privilege is to 
be 
reformed. 
Some specimen abuses were the franking 
of a speech over which there is even now 
dispute as to whether it was a public 
document. 
This 
woxild have required 
$4.000 postage had it been sent in the 
ordinary 
way. 
All 
kinds of books, 
speeches and documents have been print- 
ed in the Record under "leave to extend 
remarks" there, and so sent out. 
Tons 
of such stuff are carried under franks 
every month. Speeches made outside the 
halls of congress have been franked and 
mailed 
at 
Philadelphia. 
Typewriters 
have been franked, and there is the his- 
toric case of the member who franked 
his clothes home regularly to be laun- 
dered. 
There has been a penalty for 
such n.buse, but it has not been enforced. 
It is to be hoped that the penalties of the 
new law Avill be enforced if 
required. 
The new restrictions make it unlawful 
for any but a member of congress or 
those others having the franking priv- 
ilege to turn franked envelopes over to 
individuals or associations. 
But 
why 
should a reform law still leave members 
and others the right thus to aid political 
parties? 
The franking privilege is bad 
enough if confined rigidly to membera 
and high officials. In fact, like all priv- 
ileges, it is essentially bad and the time 
will come when it will not be endured 
at all. 
But the proposed law will make 
some changes in printing that will save 
$860.000 annually and it forbids 
any 
speeches not made in c^jngress to 
be 
printed in the Record. This is something 
of a reform. 
But eventually it will be 
found that the reform to cover the case 
must be like that described in the phrase 
"reform it altogether."

THROST CONSUL IN 
JAItATJNTEREY 


New Insult to Officer and 
Flag Incense Wilson 
and Bryan. 


HANNA, WIRES OF IT 


Washington, April 27-—^President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan were greatlj' 
incensed last night upon receiving a dis- 
patch from Constfl 
General 
Philip 
C. 
Hanna, a t Monterey, Méx., announcing 
that ha had been subjected t o 
insults 
and indignities by Meixican federal offi- 
cers there and kept a prisoner in the 
government palace from April 22 imtil 
the constitutionalist forces captured ^the 
town two days later. 
The consul re- 
ported that mobs led by federal officials 
tore down all the American flags in the 
city, trampled upon them 
and bvirned 
them up in the streets. 


Upon the arrival of the constitution- 
alists Mr. Hanna was released and treat- 
ed with marked consideration. 
He said 
the rebel officers made speeches in front 
of the state house giving assurances of 
full protection to all foreigners and non- 
combatants. 


Consul Hanna's Telegram. 
Consul Hanna's telegram follows: 
"Monterey, Méx., April 26, 1914.—Sec- 
T:etary of State, Washington, D. C. (April 
24, 1 p. m.)r-On the 21st of April a fed- 
eral military officer by the name of Cap- 
tain ^Alvare:?! Del Castillo, evidently iu' 
atructed by t)ie federal military 
com- 
mander to t(»ar down all American 
flags, 
arrived a t this consulate general with a. 
street mob which he had gathered about 
, ; 4 o'clock in the afternoon and pounded 


on the door and 
demanded 
that 
the 
American flag over this consulate 
gen- 
eral be immediately lowered or he would 
shoot it down, and other federals pro- 
ceeded to tear down all 
flags, 
standing 
on them, making 
speeches 
throughout 
the city of Lionterey, burning some' of 
them and tearing them up and leaving 
them piled in the middle of the streets. 


"It was the most insulting act that I 
or any of the people of the Monterey 
have ever witnessed. 
TTien they placed 
a police guard in frqnt of this consulate 
general and the inmates in this building 
were 
considered 
prisoners.

a force of men and advised me that he 
had been instructed to search the build- 
ing. 
The insulting search was completed 
about noon when your consul 
general 
was taken prisoner through the streets 
with the mob and carried flrst to the 
penitentiary and afterward to the state 
government palace, which building 
has 
been for some time military headquarters 
and fortified and was the object of spe- 
cial attack by the then attacking forces 
"While I was placed under police guard 
in the grand reception room of the state 
palace, I fully realized that I was con- 
stantly being considerably insulted and 
greatly humiliated not on accoimt of my 
personality but on account of ray official 
position as representative of the United 
States government in northern 
Mexico. 
At about 8 o'clock in the evening of April 
22 I was taken before tlie military court 
and notified that I was charged Avith be- 
ing in sympathy with 
constitutionalist 
chiefs and as being friendly to certain 
constitutionalist generals and especially 
General Pablo Gonzales and General An- 
tonio Villareal. 
I was kept 
prisoner 
in commimicado until the evacuation of 
the city by the federal troops and until 
the arrival of the constitutionalist forces 
early this morning. 
There were times 
during the period when it wao believed 
by very many that I would be shot or 
carried to the mountains a-s their pris- 
oner in case the federals evacuated.^How- 
aver, ^the evaci^tion of the city by their 
BoIdi«ra, federiuBj state and polic« took 
place during l a s t uigh» and I w«,« M*^ 


entirely alone in the state papitol build 
ing as its sole guardian for about six 
hours without being informed by 
any 
individual or officer of their departure."

Children and grandchildren were present 
at this anniversary reunion, which to- 
gether with other relatives and friends 
brought the number present to sixty- 
one, 
A dinner, the giving and receiving 
of many costly gifts, the social inter- 
course and the reviewing of past happy 
and important events combined in mak- 
ing the da.v one that will be happily re- 
called. 
Taking part in the festivities 
were the sons and their families. Joseph 
C, Martin, of Cedar Creek township; 
William and George Martin, of Perry 
township. 
The other son and the two 
daughters born to Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
have passed away. 


Mr. and Mrs. Martin, though of for- 
eign birth, have lived so long in Indiana 
and have become so thoroughly identi- 
fied for many years with the success and 
adA'ancement of Allen county through 
tlieir own efforts and opportunities in 
its development that the lands of their 
birth take second place in their afi'ec- 
tions. 
i\ir. Martin was born on Feb. 3, 
1838, near Lille Seur 
la 
Doubs, fifty 
miles east of Paris, France. 
He accom- 
panied his parents, brothers and sisters 
to this country on a sailing vessel from 
Havre, France, and reached New York 
without notable incident other than one 
Mr. Martin tells concerning himself. The 
father of the subject 
of this 
sketch, 
Charles J. Martin, was a soldier luider 
Napoleon. 
That 
fact 
may have had 
something to do with 
a certain inde- 
pendence of character and a desire to in- 
vestigate matters 
for 
himself, which 
were aj)]iarently the characteristics 
of 
the boy, Delphis, 
At anv rate while in 
Havre, Mr, IMartin took the boy to a 
store to get him a new hat preparatory 
to sailing for the new countrj^ Leaving 
the fcnu- year old 
son 
at the front of 
the store while he went in to pay for 
his purchase, the father found to his dis- 
may that the boy had disappeared. 
By 
the time the child was found, for he had 
returned to their stopping place, through 
not understanding what his father had 
told him, there was but little time left 
to reach the boat. 
There was some fa'st 
running for the dock and when 
the 
breathless parent got there the boat had 
started. 
Fortunately it was possible to 
have the boat stopped and by means of 
a small boat the belated travelers suc- 
ceeded in joining the rest of the family 
on board. 
Mr, Martin, senior, located 
in Louisville, Ky., on his arrival in this 
country, on a small farm, but he soon 
sold it 
and the family reached Fort 
Wayne, via the Wabash and Erie canal, 


April 10, 1844, 
While the family goods 
were being unloaded and the 
parents 
were busy the son, Delphis, again start- 
ed out qn an investigating tour. 
He re- 
lates 
in an 
amusing 
manner 
of his 
fright on seeing Indians coming out of 
what was then the store kept by Mau- 
rice Cody, near the present site of the 
Oil Supply company. 
The parents soon 
located on an eighty acre farm in Perry 
township, paying for 
it 
the price of 
three dol]a.rs an acre. 
Thrift and en- 
ergy made the family prosper, but ,a 
calamitj' came a few years later in the 
loss of the father, who was drowned. 
The family was driving across a new 
bridge over the St, Clary's river when 
the horse became frightened, overturned 
the wagon and 
precipitated 
the occu- 
pants into the river. 
All but the father 
escaped, 


Delphis 
Martin 
worked 
for 
small 
wages first in a store, then on a farm. 
He tells of losing all his clothing in a 
fire and of 
becoming 
disgusted with 
town life. 
Consequently Delphis Mar- 
tin bought a ten acre farm and paid for 
it in labor at $12.-50 a month. His fath- 
er then gave him fortv acres of land 
adjoining the Martin farm and all in 
timber. 
That was the beginning of his 
business success. 
In April, 1864. the 
young farmer married Miss 
Cia.therine 
Ivj-ugler and Rev. 
Father 
Benoit oifi- 
ciated at the marriage in St. Vincent's 
Catholic church. 
Mrs. Martin was born 
in Germany and came to this countrj.' 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas 
Krugler. 
Mr, Martin and his bride built 
a log house of one room and in it they 
lived for four years. 
They then bought 
a farm of InO acres on the Auburn road 
and ten years later they had so pros 
pered that they built a house that at the 
time was 
the 
most commodious and 
handsome residence between this 
city 
and Auburn. 
Soon Mr. Martin began 
i^^irchasing other pieces of land until he 
acquired four hundred acres of the fin 
est land in Perry and Cedar Creek town 
ships. 
Besides these he owns valuabl 
cit.y property. 


In politics Mr. Martin is a democrat 
His first vote was cast for Stenhen A 
Douglas. Mr. Martin has strict, notions 
about polities and noliticians and will 
never vote for a ward politician or for 
a man who makes politics a business 
He prefers men who strive to develop 
and improve their business and them 
selves along lines of integrity, honest 
effort and fair play. 
Mr. Martin ,ha 
been a regular subscriber to The Senti 
nel since 1861. 
The editor of the papei" 
at that time was Thomas Tigar. 
For a 
long time the Weekly Sentinel was a 
welcome visitor at the Martin home, but 
since 1807 Mr. Martin has subscribed 
to the daily edition.

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Co-Operative Firms Have 
Wide Spread in Middle 
West States. 


HOW 
THEY 
STARTED

Kansas City, April 27-—A remarkable 
business change is goin^ on in the mid- 
dle west, particularly in 
Kansas 
and 
neighboring states. 
Co-operation is de- 
veloping in every line of business not 
only in the country districts, but in the 
cities. 
Co-operation has spread so rap- 
idly 'in the last two years that where 
there were not to exceed 12,000 people 
served by co-operative business" institu- 
tions in 1912, tliere are fully half a mil- 
lion in Kansas alone now s f jed through 
co-operative institutionftii- ''" 


TTie successful operation of mutual tele' 
phone lines is probably accountable for 
the wonderful increase in the number of 
other co-operative »tore«, elevatow, buy- 


ing organizations and delivery systems 
for an entire town. 


The only way the farmers nad of se- 
curing telephone service was through the 
mutual systems, and there are now al- 
most 500 of these firms throughout the 
state. 
There ia not a single county in 
Kansas which does not have a mutual 
telephoiie organization. 


May Talk to Continent. 


The companies vary from a line of a 
single wire with half a dozen instruments 
up to companies with several thousand 
patrons and by contracts with the big 
Bell and independent companies are able 
to give the members complete telephone 
service with any city from Denver to 
Boston. 
Some of the lines are nothing 
more than fence wire, used both as a 
guard for stock and for the telephone, 
while some of the mutual lines have as 
complete and modern equipment as can 
be found anywhere. 


The grange stores at 
Olathe 
were 
among the first successful co-operative 
stores in the country. 
These stores have 
been in operation for more than a quar- 
ter of a century and have successfully 
handled one of the largest retail busi- 
nesses in the rural sections of the coun- 
try. 
These stores are handled exclusive- 
ly through the grange organizations, and 
the stores are pointed to as the model co- 
opérative stores each year to get an in- 
sight into the buaineas methods and man- 
ner of distributing the profits of this 
institution. 
There are now over 100 •»aparatow 


mercantile establishments in Kansas, and 
at some points these stox'es have driven 
the regular merchants out of business 
and have a practical monopoly of the 
grocery, dry goods, clothing and shoe 
business of the community. 
Some of the 
stores are 
establishing 
branches 
for 
handling farm implements and hardware, 
and thus absorb practically the entire 
business of a single community, nearly 
every p^atron of the store being a shai-e- 
holder and partcipating in the profits 
according to the amount of their busi- 
ness. 


There have been 183 charters issued by 
the state within six months to co-op- 
erative 
grain concerns, most of 
them 
elevators and a large number of them 
organized through the Farmers' union. 
There are 800 of these co-operative ele- 
vators and grain companies in the state. 


Equipment of Elevators. 


Each elevator has a complete equip- 
ment for grading and cleaning grain and 
preparing it for the mills. 
They do busi- 
ness direct with the big buyers, and the 
members profit on an average of 2 cents 
a bushel on the wheat they grow each 
year. ' At least that has been the profits 
of those companies in operation during 
the last few years. 
The farmers who 
own stock in the co-operative elevators 
pay no commissions or elevator charges, 
except the actual cost of their own ele- 
vator operation. 


The newest"form of co-operative busi- 
ness in the state ia the co-operative buy- 
ing of ffooda for a •trimz of etorea. There 


is one co-operative buying organization 
in Northern Kansas that has a purchas- 
ing power exceeding more than $1,000,000 
a year, taking the figures for the first 
six months of its existence as a basis. 
It 
was started last fall. 
The association 
has a secretary who does all the buying. 


Buys in Carlots. 


The grocers, 
dry 
goods 
merchants, 
clothing merchants, and hardware mer- 
chants of eight counties send to this sec- 
retary their orders for goods, and he goes 
into the market and buys in carlots, and 
the competitive bidding for thé business 
of this association is so sharp that the 
merchants are buying goods for their 
shelves at an average discount of 15 
per cent, from the price they paid when 
buying individually. 


Co-operative delivery systems in tAven- 
ty-six Kansas towns serve a total of 
140,000 people. 
The cost of delivering 
merchandise to the homes in these citics 
has been cut just 15 per cent, for the 
merchant and the people have been get- 
ting better service when they w<3re ac- 
custoi^ed to the pain.

Washington, April 27.—Senator H a r r y 
Lane, of Oregon, told the senate Indian 
appropriation committee t h a t Americans' 
t r e a t m e n t of the red men was barbarous. 
•'Talk of inhuman t r e a t m e n t in Mexico, 
our own record of dealings with the In- 
dians is as full of atrocities," said Sen- 
ator Lane. 
"The exploitation of 
these 
wards, with the approval and connivance 
of congress, is a foul blot upon our honor. 


"Take the case of the Crows. 
Because 
some cattle belonging to stockmen grazed 
on the Indian lands, congress 
appropri- 
ated for a fence t h i r t y miles long. 
I t 
was built in a w a y to shut ofT the rich 
fertile lard and this was leased to the 
stockmen and the dr^- prairies left to the 
Crows. 
Indians 
Avho declined to 
work 
on the fence were denied their aiinuities 
from congress. 


"An instance of unfairness similar to 
this concerns the 
Millack 
Indians, 
a 
branch of the Chippewas. 
They were p u t 
off their own land, which was leased to 
others, aand forced to go on land covered 
with 
stumps. 
Tliey 
were 
without 
plougli.=; and harrows and their situatioi9 
sonn b'pcame destitute. 
Of coiu^se, there 
Avas plenty of good, fertile land 
which 
might have been assigned them." 


Following the recommendations of the 
Indian service, the senate Indian affairs 
commiittoe, in considering the Indian ap- 
jiropriation 
bill, has reduced the appro- 
priations for self-support and civilization 
and inereased the allowance for schools 
and agricultural 
training. 


llie lump sum appropriation of .$400,- 
fion for sel^support and civilization car- 
ried in the house bill was decreased by 
the senate committee to $100.000. 
T h a t 
for the Chippewa Indians in Minnesota 
was decreased from $215,000 to $165,000. 


For education the committee 
allowed 
$1,.')00.000, in addition to specific appro- 
priations 
for 
individual 
schools, 
and 
$4S0.000

These land lords often sell the peons

this class that Mexico will recruit sol- 
diers to fight the United States ii 
we 
should go to war. 


A family or five or six ^ o n s with a 
cat or a dog or a panot, live in one 
room.

Wedged 
in 
between 
tumbled-down 
structures, typical

Chinatown 
that is passing, on the 
fifth 
floor 
of 
a more or less modern loft and oflice 
building in Park street, Harry Lum, the 
business managrer of the new voioe of 
the new China in New York, sends forth 
his daily tidings to New York China- 
men, with the help of a coterie of Chin- 
ese editors and pressmen of the modern 
persuasion—Tom Tuy Gum, Tong Shu 


San, Mon Lin Chaing, and Mon 
Soar 
Jung. 


Here has beai set up a modern elec- 
trically equipped print shop, of which 
the Mon Joe Yat Bo is the chief pro- 
duct. 
It is the only Chinese daily of its 
kind east of San Francisco, occupying 
the same place among the 
Chinamen 
of the eastern states as does the Chin- 
ese World or the 
Chung Sai Yat To 
among the western "Celestials" of this 
country.

The Mon Joe Yat Bo is the result 
of an undercurrent of change

to being bv the same feeling of imrest 
that upturned existing conditions in the 
Celestial 
Empire 
itself, 
shattering 
China's sleep of 4,000 years and trans- 
forming, 
even before 
the 
awakening 
autocrats could rub their eyes, the an» 
cient empire into a modem republic. 


The dawn of the modern, spirit in 
Chinatown 
changed 
completely 
the 
quaint old colony in the vicinity of Mott, 
Pell and 
Dover 
streets. 
Gambling 
houses 
were 
abandoned 
and 
decayed, 
to be replaced by Chinese stores 
and 
factories. 
Cellar and subcellar 
opium 
joints 
were routed out, and in

places modem buildings of seven and 
eight stories were erected for legimate 
business pm-poses, 
Chinatown 
became 
rejuvenated.

Growth of a Good Work. 


Operating- in conjunction with the charity organiza- 


tion society at Indianapolis is a vacant lot cultivation and 
home gardening committee that has hoeu showing some 
surprisingly fine results for several years and points the 
way for Similar benefits in other Indiana cities. With the 
coming of the spring season, too, attention to this branch 
of helpful endeavor is most timely, and may encourage 
emulation in scores of other places where the same oppor- 
tunity is at hand. 


Under the Indianapolis committee's plan, vacant lots 


are assigned to worthy people. The committee pays for 
the plowing of these lots and also furnishes seed when 
accessary to thowe who cultivate them. All the vegetables 
raised go to the people cultivating the lots. The records 
,oi'the committee for the last, fourteen years show that the 
vegetables raised in each year amount up to $3,000 in 
rtriue. 


Schools and oth/ctr institutions have been aided in the 


cultivation of vacant lots. In this way the work is spread 
to individual homes by the children. Because of the lack 
of • employment last year, the committee expects an un- 
usually heavy demand for gardens. The reports for the 
last four years show that the work is gradually increas- 
ing. Two hundred and twelve vacant lots, 226 kitchen 
gardens and 732 flower gardens were cultivated last year. 
Six schools and sixteen settlements were assisted. Tin; 
number of families assisted was 1,120, ;1nd the number of 
children assisted was 2,350. The work was carried on 
at a cost of $502.35. 


t 
Just now the committee is receiving subscriptions to 


'help in the work, together with donations of seeds and 
permission of owners to utilize vacant lots about the city. 
The cause is admirable because it is a form of helpfulness 
that really assists those who need help to help themselves. 
The Sentinel fancies a similar work undertaken in Fort 
Wayne would produce equally gratifying results. 


With the return of spring and the inevitable recur- 


rence of an increased city problem in the matter of gar- 
bage i collection, householders can by a very slight effort 
'do much to aid in the speedy and sanitary disposal of the 


/kitchen garbage. Let it, be drained, wrapped in news- 


papers and deposited in the cans where the collectors may 
get it. Not only will it be more quickly handled and iii 
more cleanly fashion, but the custom will be an invaluable 
aid in the anti-fly crusade. It is a work so important that 
little urging should be required to obtain its general ac- 
ceptance in Fort Wayne.

Mulligan has avoided this objectionable 
feature. 


It is probable that final steps concern- 


ing the selection of sculpture will be 
delayed for some time; meanwhile, the 
crystallization of public sentiment will 
bear strongly upon the ultimate action 
of the authorities. It is hoped, there- 
fore, that the people will interest them- 
selves in the matter to such extent as 
to acquaint themselves thoroughly with 
tho models which arc now being sub- 
mitted for approval and thus assist the 
authorities in a wise selection of sub- 
jects and of artists to carry forward n 
good and a lasting work.

Cruz, Fought With Schley and Sampson 


Tlwra an few men in thn Amrrir.in 


IMfy ifho Ka^e seen Tnore spa duty than 
lUar Admiral Charlrs Johnston llnilpr, 
COBHniutfting the Atlantic nquuflron off 
IfwiCO' He waft "born tn th«i navy" his 
frftndc »ay, for his father was nn nil- 
Bilnl before him, and was in rommn-nd 
Of'ttw Boston navy yard for many years. 


Ateiral Badger has been twice to 


China, once In his midshipman days and 
later M executive officer of a battleship. 
Several yean ago when the president 
unt a fleet to pay a social visit to the 
gr«tt potr«rs of Europe, Admiral Bad- 
gei w«s in command of the squadron. 


.He tra» appointed to Annapolis in I860 


by President Grant and graduated in the 
clait of 1873. He entered the navy as 
midshipman under most auspicious cir- 
cumitancea, for his first duty was a cruise 
through the islands of the North Pacific 
iDCean on board the Narragnnset, com- 
manded by the hero of Manila bay, Ad- 
miral Dewey. 


After three years of sea duty, bo was 


under the regulations entitled to a turn 
on land, but the inherited love of the 
»ea asserted itself and instead of taking 
his turn at shore duty, which most of 
the modern young naval officers look for- 
ward to as the bright apot in an other- 
wise desolate life he applied for n ship 
and was sent on ft long cruiso to China. 


Bv the time that cruise was ended, 


young Badger had begun to attract the 
attention of the powers in Washington 
He wag ordered to report to Capt. (after- 
wards Admiral) Schley, for hazardous 
duty. 


Captain Schley had been delegated to 


take a cruiser up into the polar regions, 
and- to bring back Oreeley's party, un'l 
he chose young Badger as his aide. It 
•wgs an eventful and oa successful trip, 
, fraught with much hardship. The rw- 


prds tell strange tales of the dangers 
encountered nnd Badger's name is fre- 
quently mentioned. 


Then came a period of rent and shore 


duty. This time Badger did nol, object. 
He still loved the sea, hut he loved n jzkl 
JUflo, and it is no nice thing for a.youn;j 
bridngronm to be parted from his bridr* 
ind to be ordered off for a long cruise. 


After about a year nnrl a half the c:i!l 


«f the sea. once more rang in liis oars 
U)d he again applied for a. ship and this 


timo he was ordered aboard the Brookly] 
ns executive ocflicr for a cruise to China 
;uu! other far eastern countries. 


lie returned to AmtTica just iibout the 


time the Dolphin was purchased for uso 
as the president's yacht, and Badger, who 
was then a coninmudcT, was designated 
by the president lirst to serve as execu- 
tive ofTu'er and l:iler ns enmniander of 
the yacht. In those days the president's 
yacht was ofte:n in use on actual sea 
duly in connection with 
the 
Atlantic 


fleet. 


ilnilger commanded the Dolphin for 


several years and then was sent to An- 
napolis, first ns superintendent and later 
ns ronim-'inrl.Tnt. 


Again the sea called and Commander 
dger ;i*kod to be given ii ship ;tn<l \\;is 


nlaced in command of one of the new 


battleships then attached to the Atlan- 
tic, squadron. 


Then came the Spanish war, and nbl 


to have seen active service where the 
fighting was going on would have broken 
his heart, his fr!r>nds say. He was placec 
in command of the Cincinnati, and servec 
under Admirals Schley and Sampson ofl 
tho coast of Cuba during the. whole ol 
that war, and again the, records of the 
navy department make frequent mention 
of his bravery and tact.

trip he commanded fhe battleship Kan- 
sas in the Atlantic fleet, and in 1911 he 
was promoted to the rank of rear ad 
miral and placed in command of the sec- 
ond division of the Atlantic fleet. «uc- 
ceeding Admiral Ostcrhouse, retired, anc 
his fluahiD now is the Arkansas.

Wom- 
en know at onco what timo. and patience 
it has taken in the course of its construc- 
tion. 
Men know nothing about 
this 


trouble, but for the information of the 
lords of creation it might be well to state 
that this is about thn flnest thread made 
and that spider web hoa very little on it. 


Moat of the mole beings know how 


hard it is to sew on a button with heavy 
linen thread and to keep it from knot- 
ting and doing all sorts of annoying and 
provoking things. Just imagine, then, 
working with thread a dozen sizes or so 
smaller and some idea can l» obtained 
of the amount of patient labor put iuto 
this set. 


Mesh Ban Is Beauty. 


The mesh bag shown in one of the il- 


lustrations is a beauty and a thing that 
most women would rave about. In the 
first place the design is one of Mr. Koons1 


own making and so far as he knows there 
is not another in the world just like it. 
He has neither sold nor given it away, 
because it is hard to part with. 


He is an excellent judgo of the quality 


of the work and when he does something 
extraordinarily good he knows it and he 
bates to part with it, and for that reason 
it is still in bis possession. 


He never expects to enter the business 


for profit, because he rather 
shrinks 


from such a proposition, but should he 
consent to do this there would be a good 
demand for his handiwork. He keeps con- 
stantly at it and most of the time that 
ha is not serving a customer for bis em 
ployor he can be found in a corner of 
the barber shop, working quietly at his 
Ucemaking. 


Likes the Collar, Too. 


JTe likes the lace collar that is shown 


in another of tho accompanying illu.i 
trations. He likes it so well that he is 
making another like it and probably he 
will add euffa to match. 


"There's one thing I said I would never 


do," said Mr. Koons, after he had posed 
for this photograph, "beca-use I don't like 
this newspaper publicity. 
But it's like

Mr. Koons formerly lived at I'luasant 


Lake, but has followed his trade in a 
number of other pluces in the last few 
years and has been in Fort Wayne com- 
paratively a short time. 


He does not permit his amusement— 


for lacemaking is a real pleasure to him 
—to interfere with his work, and be 13 
always ready to attend lo the trade of 
his employer. He'keeps his razors sharp 
nnd his scissors ground and does the 
things that good barbers ought to do, 
and makes his la*.'e in the intervals. 


There arc a great many of his pupils 


in town, as he has taught all who have 
applied to him for instruction, and he 
docs it \vithout charge and does not ob- 
ject to it so long ns it is not too great a 
tax on his time. 
None of these pupils 


have ever been able to work out the 
beautiful detail shown in Mr. Koons1 
work, but some of them are very apt 
and are coming along nicely in the art. 


He expects to jtiqk to his work right 


along. His trade pays for his living and 
he finds that it whiles away dull mo- 
ments to fajbion pretty things in lace. 
His mind is kept active nnd he is pro'o- 
ably better barber by ronsnn "I" the fact 
that be keeps constantly employed.

Iicnrn to taste your food wilh your 
mind. 
Be cheerful at your meals; a 


Sour countenance will give you u sour 
stomach. If you linvr a grouch leave it 
outdoors when you go to your meal*. 
Fear nothing that you eat. 
Tf you fear 


it. do not cat it; if yon rat it. do not 
fear it. Chew every mouthful thorough- 
ly, hut not excessively. This applies es- 
pecially to starches in order to coat then) 
completely with saliva- the alkaline me- 
dium. 
Never begin a meal with fruit— 


it should be last. 
Do not. pain your 


stomach for an lioiir simply by tickling 
your palate for a minute. Say good-bye 
to your fowl mid forget it. 


Fourth. Uathe- some kind of a nath— 


not, 
fewer than 3(>5 time* a year. Suit 


the bath to the needs of the body rather 
thiui to the whims of the mind.

The race n'as in the afternoon, three 


miles. By that time the sympathy of 
even those who had sroffod was with 
thr boy from Union Springs, though 
even his best friends felt that, he might 
,iettor never have entered. 
Rut there 


was on^ point they had not taken into 
consideration. 


The youth had never touched a drop 


of intoxicating liquor; he had never 
smoked, never dissipated in any way; 
an open air lifr. much of it spent on the 
lake, the rest in the wonderful hills of 
Tompkins county, had made, him strong 
as steel. He rowed as other men walked. 


At the very pistol shot be jumped into 


the lead over his two rivals. It is a 
question which was the more surprised, 
the lx>y, liis competitors or the watching 
crowd. 
Every foot of the course he 


pulled harder and harder—as he said 
afterward, he was afraid with those 
newfangled boats there was some way 
those city men might catch him after 
all. But his fears were groundless. He 
finished the race almost half a mile in 
tlii> lead. 


To-day in Ihe home of Charl'w E. 


Courtney, in libiica, more prized than 
scores of handsomer trophies, stands a 
little silver cup. It is the cup ho won in 
llia.1. race against the "city chaps" in 
IStJX. I'or Ihc hoy who pulled his heavy 
craft to victory that day is nnw "Old 
!Mmi" Courtney, once champion oarsman 
of the. United States, perhaps the great- 
est rowing coach the world has known. 


I'.ut again to his earlier days. 
After 


his first real race Courtney returned to 
school and to work. 
At. odd times he 


won a few local contests, and little by lit- 
tle lie learned the advantages of the 
.shell. lie had graduated from his eanoe 
to «. boat twenty-three feet long with a 
nineteen inch beam, from ihut to th*. ac- 
cepted nhell. much lighter and more 
slender. In September, 1S73, he attained 
the ambition of liis life—he owned a 
"real" boat. It cost him $12li. » fortune, 
for lie was (hen earning only a $1 day, 
but friends helped him out. one taking liis 
note for $JU..- He entered a big race at 
Saratoga Spring, the Mecca of oars- 
men. 


With the mm of $15 in his pocket he 


went..to the SpringH ahont three weeks 
before the race to familiarize himself 
with the course. Bravely he walked into 
the hotel and told Hie clerk he wanted a 
room and board and asked the price a 
week. 


"Three dollars, and a half a day," the 


clerk replied. 


Mr. Courtney says he can remember 


to this day how suddenly Uio huge sum 
of .flTi dropped in value. 
He tried to 


eat one meal in that hotel, hut the hands 
tiat could pull an oar would not hold 11 
knife, and the heart that could stand 
up under the strain of a race beat un- 
certainly when he felt that the eyes of 
all in that big room were on him.

Later there was another surprise in

T\"cd 
Banian, one of the greatest oarsmen 
who ever sat in a shell, was the man 
who broke Courtney's succession of vic- 
tories. 
The race was at Lacliine, in 


1STS. So close was the finish that, many 
thought Courtney had won. 
But the 


judges ga.ve the race to Hanlaii, and 
there tvus no official dispute over the 
decision. The public demanded a return 
race, even though Courtney never pro- 
tested tie ruling. 


A match was arranged to take place in 


October o£ the following year. Court- 
ney was in better shape then, confident 
that he would win. 
Never before had 


the public been so aroused over a scull- 
ing race. Tho course was to be five 
miles on Ghautauqua Lake. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were -wagered all 
over the country on the result. Hanlan, 
who had hosts of supporters, broke train- 
ing at the last minute. 
Whether this 


would have lost the race for him never 
was known, but it was sufficient to 
alarm his friends, and a few of them 
who had backed him to their limit came 
to Courtney and offered the Xew York 
Man $6.000—the amount of the prize 
money—if he would "throw" the race. 
They misjudged the man. 


"If Hanlan wins to-morrow," Court- 


ney replied, "he will know he's been in 
a race." 


The next morning Courtney's shell 


Tvas found sawed in two. 


As coach of the Cornell University 


crews Courtney has established a repu- 
tation quite as great as he did in com- 
petition.

GROWING MILLET HAY 


By A. Til. SOULES. 


Millet can frequently be grown as a 


catch crop when 
other 
Important 


•rops have failed. 
As most varieties 


of this crop matures In from 60 to !>0 
days It can often follow wheat or 
other winter cereals. There are many 
varieties of millet on the market, but 
only a few of these show exceptional 
nerlt. 
Among the best varieties are 


German. Japanese and Hungarian, 
which made In recent tests, an average 
vleld of hay of 3.So. 2.SO. and 2.42 
:ons. respectively. The principal ob- 
iection to the Japanese is the coarse- 
ness of the stalks, which prevent Its 
being eaten with as much relish as the 
finer stemmed varieties. 


That a large quantity of fine Quality 


hay can be obtained by growing millet 
and cutting when the seed is In tho 
early dough stage is admitted by all. 
and owing to the difficulty of main- 
taining live stock in many sections, 
because of the scarcity and high price 
of hay. It is surprising that this crop 
Is not* more 
extensively 
cultivated. 


Timothy hay, for Instance, which Is 
regarded as the standard, contains 
6.S per cent of protein, 33.5 per cent 
of fiber. 51.7 per cent of fat.. Hun- 
garian grass contains 8.1 per cent of 
protein. 30 per cent of fiber, 53-1 per 
cent of nitrogen free extract, and 2.3 
per cent of fat. 
Millet hay. if prop- 


erly made .and cured, thus contains 
more nutriment per ton than timothy 
and It Is generally recognized that mil- 
let can be cultivated successfully on 
thousands of acres of land to which 
timothy Is not at all adapted. 
More- 


over, there is a marked divergence be- 
tween the yields of the two crops, as it 
is not unusual to obtain from 3 to 5 
tons of cured millet hay. as compared 
•with 1 or 2 tor.s of timothy. 
The

An this trouble dls- 
nppeared when the feeding of millet 
was discontinued, and no Injurious re- 
sults seemed to follow feeding th« 
nay to other classes of live stock, ther<> 
s no reason why its use should be dis- 
carded In these sections to which It 
Is peculiarly adapted, as it Is quit* 
evident that when fed in moderate 
quantities to horses and not made the 
sole roughage, the objections to Its 
use largely disappear. 


Millet should be seeded a.t the rail 


of 40 to 60 pounds per acre—drilled 
In nnfl covered with a. harrow. From 
3(1 to 40 bushels of millet seed may bn 
obtained per acre, and owing to the 
short time it occupies the, land It can 
he made R very remunerative crop.

Father Badin Visits Fort Wayne. 
1830 (Continued)—It is of more than 


passing interest, to note that while the 
Jesuit fathers were, the first representa- 
tives of the, religious orders to visit the 
lite of Fort Wayne in the. sixteenth cen- 
tury, their- labors left no permanent re- 
Itolts; it was not until the year 1830 that 
kny Catholic, leader visited Fort Wayne 
ftnd stamped his name in 'the history of 
Vhc community.

[•ear Very Rev. Stephen Theodore Badin, 
th<? first priest to he ordain.cd in 
the 


tlnited Stains, made a visit tn the Cath- 
olics who had settled here, and offered 
mnsfl in the home of Francis Comparet. 
Father Badin was vicar general of the 
fiioce.sp. of Bardstown (near Lousivillc) 
(Cy., and of the diocese nf Cincinnati, un- 
ler the jurisdictinn of which Fort Wayne 
was placed. Father Badin aroused much 
Interest in the establishment of a church, 
ftnd on the occasion of his second visit, 
In 1831, assisted in important proceed- 
ings to give the church a firm footing 
In Fort Wayne. . . . 
the Beginnings of the Methodist Church. 
Although Rev. James Holman, a Meth- 


odist preacher, located at Fort Wayne 
and discoursed on the Bible teachings as 
early as 1824, it wag not until 1830 that 
Methodism began to secure a foothold »t 
tliia plac<«. In this year, Rev. Alexander 
Wiley, a presiding elder of tho Ohio con- 
ference, came to Fort Wayne to establish 
a mission which should form a part of 
his conference district. Rev. Nehemiah 
B. Griffith was placed in charge of this 
little branch^orgnnization of the church, 
which wag called the Maumeo mission. 
Mr. Wiley was succeeded by Rev. Rich- 
nrd S. Robinson; later. 'Rev.

The First Court House. 


Until the year 1832, all sessions of the 
courts and of the county commissioners 
and boards of justices were held in pri- 
vate residences or in the taverns of Wil- 
liam Suttenfield or Alexander Ewing. At 
the Msy, 1831, se'ssion of the commis- 
sioners, however, the board decided to 
erect a court house on an unoccupied 
portion of the public square, and the 
clerk was authorized to advertise ior 
bids. As a result, the board let to John 
S. Archer the contract to furnish the 
brick; to "James Hudson to lay up the 
brick and furnish the lime and stone, 
and to Hanna & Edsall to do the carpen- 
ter work and furnish all lumber, timber, 
nails, glass, etc., for $3,321.75.'' 
The 


citizens of Fort Wayne subscribed $499 in 
material and labor and $140 in cash to- 
ward the erection of the first court house. 
The remaining portion of the cost was 
paid out of the county-treasury. 
The 


building was first used just one year 
later than the time of the letting of" the 
contract. It was poorly adapted to the 
use for which it was intended. 
.Some of 


the rooms were left in an unfinished con- 
dition, and the citizens feared, on occa- 
sions of severe storm, that the building 
would collapse. 
The 
building 
faced 


northward and stood about midwav be- 
tween Calhoun and Court streets"

was forty feet square and.two stories in 
height, surmounted by

steeple. The lower floor was used for 
court purposes; it had been the inten- 
tion to partition the second floor for of- 
fices, but this was never done.
